CHAPTER I. 

PAULUS EBERHABDT. 

'^I^and of promise! western clime, 

Tlioii refuge of the brave and free; 

Thy name shall mock the sway of time 

While Freedoni's votaries bow to thee. 

And own the glory of their name — 

1 he grandeur of thy deathless fame. 

The futute millions yet will rise 

To praise the beauty of thy skies;

The death of Charles VI ( A. D. 1740 ) Emper- 
or of Germany, and the last of the proper male 
line of the house of Hapsburg, involved Europe 
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in contentions for the proppr succession of the 
throne of Germany. Charles having lost his on- 
ly son and heir to the throne, was exceedingly 
anxious to obtain the peaceful succession of his 
daughter Mari^ Theresa to his hereditary domin- 
ions by a Pragmatic Sanction, the consent to 
which he found very difficult to obtain from 
some of the German States, and also foreign 
powers. 

• When Maria Theresa ascended the throne, af- 
ter the death of her father, she found herself 
surrounded and confronted by a host of enemies, 
wlio involved her in many bloody wars which con- 
tinued with varying degrees of success until en- 
ded by the peace of Aixla-(Jhala]>elle in 1748. 

It was during this i)eriod of strife and conten- 
tion, that Paulus Eberhardt, ( from wbom 
sprang the Everhart Family, ) not believing in 
the divine right of kings to rule and sacritice the 
lives of their subjects, to gratify their ambitious 
designs, first conceived the idea of leaving the 
Old & seeking a home in the Kew World, where 
he supposed atleast, he miglit live in peace and 
contentment. 

He was a resident of Paltz, one of the Prov- 
inces of Germany, but the date of his birth is un- 
known. Neither is there any record of his early 
life, nor is it known at what age he emigrated to 
Forth America. But there is authentic evidence

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that he sai^el from Eotterdam, in the ship, Phob- 

nlx, (•ommaiided by <Ji)])taiii Wilson, and landed 

at Phihidel]}hiii, in iht Province of'Pennsyly a j da, 

(Atober liO, 1744. This prcAince was tlien under 

tha prvjprieta/y government of the descendents 

of William Penn, and continued so until the 
lie volution in 1775. 

At that i>eriod of the colonial history, Philadel- 
]diia contained about 14,000 inhabitants vrhich 
had increased to 840,080 in the year 1880. 

Soon iifttr his arrival, he located in Gernian- 
lown, miles ■S'orth West of Philadelphii?, ( now 
included in the Vity ) where lie resided tbout 8 
years, l^eing desirouts of cultivating a farm 
of his own, he concluded to emigrate to Xorth 
Carolina, and accordingly, in 1752, in comiKiuy 
with a few other persons, commenced their jour- 
ney to the old Xorth State. Upon aniving at 
Mac xllistervi/le, (now Hanover ) York Co., Pa. 
they were informed that they could obtain plen- 
ty of land, by the right of preemption in the 
Province of Maryland. After deliberating upon 
tlie matter, they resolved to view the land lying 
about 10 miles South of Hanover, Pa., and 3 miles 
K. W. of the present town of Manchester, Carroll 
Co., Md., ( Manchester not being in existence 
then ) where they encamped the first night behind 
a huge rock, in proximity to a spring of excellent 
wat^r. This land was then located in Baltimore 
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County, as the new county of Carroll was not con- 
stituted until 1837, from portions of Baltimore & 
Frederick Counties. 

Being pleased with the country,PAtTLUS Ebee- 
HART ( now written Everhart ) } t^inquished the 
idea of removing to IST. Carolina, and concluded 
to remain here. He preempted a beautiful tract 
of land containing about 300 acres, situated in 
what is now ( 1883 ) called '-Bachman's Valley." 

He erected a "Shanty" against the "huge rock" 
for the temporary accommodation of his family. 
The building of a house claimed his immediit3 
attention. This was built on an eminence, near 
the "rock" and overlooking his plantation. The 
building was torn dovvu many years ago, and all 
traces of its location luive been obliterated by 
time, and the cultivation of the land. 

His occupation was farming, \Thich at tliat early 
period^ required a vast amount of perseverance 
and, hard labor. The country was sparsely poj>- 
ulated, and tlie Ked Man of the forest, loth to 
leave his hunting grounds, still ^bode among 
tliem. The land was in its primitive condition, 
when man truly realized the curse pronounced 
upon Adam; "In the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread." 

It is not known to whom and when he was 
married, neither do we know the date of cither's 
death, but the wife survived the husband some- 
time. Th«re is no positive evidence, but it is 
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presumable, that their Tt*mains were interred in 
the Cemetery of the Reformed & Lutheran Church 
in Manchester, as they were both members of the 
Eeformed Church, but no tomb stone marks 
their last resting place. 

The issue of this marriage were one son George 
and four daughters; Gertrude, Mary, Barbara 
married to a Mr. Shroat; and another whose 
name is not now known was married to a Mr. 
Heck, but the subsequent history of the last, two 
daughters has been entirely lost. 



  



CHAPTER II. 

GEORGE EVERHART, Senior. 

George Everhart, only son of Paul, was born 
in German town, Pa., August 11 1745. During 
his minority, he learned the trade of a carpenter 
and worked about live years in Baltimore City, 
but after the death of his father,he succeeded to 
his large estate, when he was engaged in the 

management of his farming operations. 

The cultivation of the soil, at that time,was not 
HO easily performed as at present, as the inven- 
tive genius of man had not yet produced the la- 
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bor saving machinery, which makes the agricul- 
tural pursuit a success. Then the grain was 
gathered by the slow process of a hand sickle, 
and threshed with a wooden flail, or tread out 
with horses. 

He was married to Eve Elizabeth Zacharias, 
who was born near Pipe Creek,Frederick ( now 
Carroll ) Co., Md. February 12th 1749, and died 
July 12th 1830. Aged 81 years and 5 months. 

The buildings erected by his lather having 
become dilapidated,, it became necessary to erect 
new ones. A short distance East of the firet 
house, ou the same eminence, he built a two-story 
log dwelling, which was weather-boarded in alter 
years. He erected a two-story stone addition 
to tlie Eiist end a number of years alteiwarde, 
and ill 1820 a one story stone kitchen, all of 
which buildings are now ( 1883 ) standing, and 
in a good state of preservation: a part of them 
being about lOu years old. During the writer's 
boyhood, there was a fine large Lombardy Pop- 
lar tree in Iront of the dwelling, but it has dis- 
appeared under the ravages of time. There was 
also a magnificent weeping-willow standing near 
th*» East end, underneath the grateful shade of 
which flowed the ever constant water. 

He also built a large Swiss barn of logs, with 
a thatched roof. As his farming operations in- 
creased, this became too small when he built 
a large frame addition, also with a thatched 
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roof, to the South end, the. whole length of the 
buildings measuring 160 feet. Tht«re were a 
number of large walnnt trees standing in the rear 
and at the South end of the barn, which seemed 
to afford a very great protection to it from the 
eii'ects of lightning, as on a number of occasions, 
these trees appeared to attract the electricity, 
and received the thunderbolt instead of the barn. 
As the dropping water wears away the stone, 
80 time and the elements wore away the old barn, 
which had withstood the storms of 90 yearsj that 
which once stood forth with its fresh hewn logs 
and golden straw roof, as bright and fresh as the 
new coined dollar. But all things must ho\'e an 
end, and the old barn had to give way to the 
inarch of improvement. It was torn down in the 
year 1804, and replaced with a modern bank 
barn. Farewell ! Old Barn, your ancient form 
is no longer visible, as you once stood beneath 
the walnut trees, but the minds eye beholds you 
as clearly, as in our boyhood days, when we spor- 
ted around you, and beneath your old straw roof, 
and made the air resound with joyous laughter. 

There were large deposits of rich uon ore on 
the farm, a portion of which was sold for $25,000. 
If the adage be true, that "distance lends en- 
chajitmenlj to the view," then it id ali^o true that 
iJ-ige gives value and interest to what has been 
preserved from "yc^ olden time." Acting upon

WILL OF aEOBGE EVERHART, Senior. 

In the name of God, Amen ! I, George Ever- 
hart of Baltimore Co., in the State of Maryland; 
being weak in body, of sound and disposing 
mind, memory and understanding, considering 
the certainty of death, and the uncertainty there- 
of, and being desirous to settle my worldly iaii'airs, 
and thereby be the better prepared to leave this 
world, when it shall please God to call me hence, 
do tLcrefore make and publish this my last will 
and testament, in manner and form following: — 

First and principally, I commit my soul into 
the hands ol Almighty God, who gave it, and my 
body to the earth, to be decently buried at the 
discretion of my executor herein after named. 

I will and bequeath all my wearing apparel 
and family bible, unto my son George Everhart. 

I will and bequeath one secretary, one looking 
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glass^ one desk, and one book case, one cbest of 
drawers, three bedsteads, beds and bedding 
belong thereto, three small stands and six chairs, 
to my three daughters, viz; Polly wile of Grcorge 
Weaver, Eachel wile of Conrad Kerlinger, and 
Elizabeth wile of Samuel Myers, to be equally 
divided amongist them. But in the event that 
my three daughters cannot agree upon a divis- 
ion of* said property, then and iu jsuch caise, I di- 
rect and empower my executor to sell said prop- 
erty at public sale, and to divide the money aris- 
ing from such sale amongst my three daughters, 
equally, share alike. I will & bequeath all my 
books ( the bible as above devised excepted ex- 
cepted ) to my son Geori^e, and my three daugh- 
ters, Polly, Eachel & Elizabeth, to be divided 
amongst them as they may »gree. I order direct 
empQwer & aufch orize my executor, as soon as 
conveniently may be after my death, to sell all 
my personal property not herein before devised 
by me, and the money arising from such sale, 
left in the hands ol my executor, after the pay- 
ment of my debts and the charges of my funeral, 
to be divided in four equal shaies, which I will 
and bequeath as follows to wit : One equal share 
to my son George, one equal share to my daugh- 
ter Polly wife ol George Weaver, one equal share 
to my grandson George Everhart of Geo, Jun. in 
trust to apply the same to the separate use and 
])enefit of my daughter Bachel wife of Conrad 
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Kerlinger, and any receipts or writings from my 
said daughter to my said grandson, witnessing 
the payment or application of said money for her 
separate use and benefit, signed by her though 
a Feme-covert, to be sufficient discbarges to my 
said grandson for the same. One equal share to 
my grandson George Myers, in Trust, to apply 
the same to the separate use and benefit of my 
daughter Elizabeth, wife ol Samuel Myers, and 
receipts or writings from my said daughter to my 
said grandson, wituessing the payment or ai)pli- 
cation ot said money for her separate use and 
benefit, signed by her, though a Feme-covert, to 
be sufficient discharges to my grandson for the 
same. 

1 will and bequeath all my tract of land lying 
and being in Baltimore Co., called " Ooxt s' Ketch" 
(it being the same land conveyed to me by Sam- 
uel Myers, by his deed bearing date the 13th day 
of October in the year of our Lord eighteen hun- 
dred and rwonty six, and recorded amoug^t the 
land Record:!* of Baltimore Co., in Liber W. G. 
No.l82 folios 661) unto my grandson George My- 
ers and his heirs forever, upon the following 
Trusts, and to and for the following puri)oses, to 
wit : First, in trust, to allow and permit my 
daughter Elizabeth to have, hold, use, occupy, 
possess and enjoy the said Land, for and during 
her life time (and in case her said husband shall 
survive her) and then to apply the profits and 



proceeds of the same, to the separate use, bene. 
lit and mainteuance of my said daughter for and 
during her said life. Secondly, in trust, to con- 
vey the said tract of land as soon as convenient- 
ly can be (after the death of my said daughter 
in case her s^id husband shall survive her) to all 
the children of my said daughter, their heirs and 
assigns as tenants in common, equally to be divi- 
ded amongst them, and in case that any of the 
children of.mj^ said daughter should die leaving 
issue, tlien and in i^uch case, the issue of the child 
or children so dying, to stand in the place and 
have the {^ame proimrtion cf the said land, that 
the I'arent of such isMie, if living, would be enti- 
tled to, and my grandson as Trustee to convey 
accjord:ngiy.

I give and devise my plantation or tract ot 
land, whereon I now dwell, situate part in Balti- 
more Co., and i)art in Frederick Co., Md-, adjoin- 
ing the lands of Jacob Bixler, the heirs of John 
Weaver, deceased, Christian Geiman, George 
Weaver, of H nry, Mr. Whine and others : Also 
all that part or parcel of land, being part of a tract 
called " Hall's Addition," being situate as the 
vibove plantption, adjoining the lands of George 
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Mathias, John Borns, Jacob Bixler, George Gum- 
mel, the aforesaid plantation and the above part 
of the said tract, containing about three hundred 
acres of land, be the same more or less, unto my 
«on George Everhart, his heirs and assigns forev- 
er. In consideration of which my son George 
Everhart shall pay to my grandsoli Geo. Ever- 
hart of Geo. Jr., in trust, for the use and benefit 
of my daughter Eachael, wife of Conrad Kerling- 
**r, the sum of five hundred and thirty four dol- 
lars, on payments as follows : One liundred dol- 
lars, part thereof, to be paid to him, my grandson, 
at the end of one year after my death. One 
hundred dollars, part thereof, at the end of three 
years : One hundred dollars, at the end of five 
years: One hundred dollars, at the end of six 
years, and the balance of one hundred and thirty 
four dollars at the end of seven years after my 
death; said payments to be without interest. 
And my grandson Geo. Everhart of Geo. Jr., shall 
apply said money to the separate use, benefit and 
maintenance of my duugliter KacJiel during her 
life time. (And in the event tliyt my daughter 
shall die leaving no issue and leaving money in 
the hands of my grandson, or coming into his 
han ds for the use of my said daughter, of my 
Estate and not expended by her; then and in 
such case, I will and bequeath the said money 
* to my grand-daughter Elizabeth wife of Henry 
Houck, to her and her heirs to be paid unto her 
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as the same shall ceme' into iSbe imiS^ ^ mf ilaid 
Iprandson, and any receipts^ writingA, wittietss- 
ing the payment by her or her husband shall be 
a sufficient discharge to my grandsim for any sum 
CO* soma of money by Ivkn paid to her or him.) 
^d any receipts or writings witnessing the pay- 
ment oir application of the said money ot any 
part thereof to the separate u^, beneftt and 
maiuteliance of my said dunghti*r and signed by 
her though a Feme-covert, to.be a sufficient dis- 
charge to my grandson, for any sum or sums of 
money by him applied for her use and benefit. 

And my son George Everhart shall likewise 
exonerate, acquit, release and discharge Conrad 
Kerlinger, his heirs and assigns forever ih)m the 
payment of eighty six dollars, owing to him the 
said George Everhart, from the said Conrad Ker- 
linger, on this day and date of the execution of 
this will. And I do acquit,exonerate, release &> 
forever discharge the said Oonrad Kerlinger, his 
heirs, executors and administrators from all de- 
mands' and claims whatsoever^ which I have a- 
^ainst him^ for, by and on account, or by means 
of any sum or sums of money, or by property by 
me given or advanced to him^ iu part of my said 
daughter Bachel's portion of my Estate & charg- 
ed to Conrad Kerliiigw on my book of lu^couht^. 
And my son George Everhart, also shall pfty to 
my daughter Polly, wife oi George Weaver, the 
bUm of two bniidred and fifty dollars. 
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OvM hundred dollars thereof to be paid to my 
said daughter Polly, at the eitd of two years after 
my death, and the balance of one hundred and 
fiity to be paid to my said daughter PoUy at the 
end of four years after my death, said payments 
to be without interest. And then also my said 
son George Everhart shall likewise deliver up, 
cancel or destroy all receipts, notes or obligafttons 
which he holds against the said George Wea^^r, 
the husband of my daughter Polly, for any sum 
or sums of money paid or advanced to him by my 
fiaid son Georgt^ Everhart, to him the said Geo. 
Weaver in part of my daughter Polly's portion 
of my Estate being the sum of four hundred and 
seventy seven dollars, on the day and date of this 
will. And I do hereby acquit, exonerate, release 
9nd forever discharge the said George Weaver, 
his heirs, executors and administrators, from all 
claims and demands wluitsoever, which I have 
against him, for, by aad on account, or by reason 
or by means ol' any sum or sums of money or 
property by me given or advanced to him in 
part of my daughter Polly's portion of my Estate, 
and charged to said George Weaver on my book 
of accounts. And whereas I have not left any 
part or portion oi my Estate to the children of 
my son David nowj deceased, I deem it proper 
here to state, that it is not ixom want of regard 
or afift-ctioQ on my. part towards them, that they 
have been excluded, but in consequence of the 
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large amount of debts, which I have paid of his 
contracting, monies and property real and per- 
sonal, by me advanced to my said son in his life 
time, which debts, paid monies and property ad- 
vanced by me to my said son stands charged to 
him on my book of accounts, and I do hereby de- 
clare that the amount of monies charged to my 
said son David on my book of accounts, and from 
w hich I do by these presents acquit and discharge 
his heirs, executors and administrators, shall go 
in full satisfaction of all right, title, iuterest,claim 
and demand whatsoever, which the heirs of my 
said son David, deceased, may or can in any way 
pretend to have or claim of, in, or to all, or any 
part of my Estate, whether real, personal or mix. 
ed. (except the one of said, dec'd, daughter't^ 
herein before mentioned, beiug Elizabeth the 
wife of Henry Houck). And 1 do by these pres- 
ents likewise a<cquit and dischaige my sou-iu-law 
Samuel Myers, his heirs, executors uud admiuis- 
trators from all claims and demauds whatsoever, 
which I have against him for monies and proper. 
ty advanced by me in my life time, to the said 
Samuel Myers and charged to him on my books 
of accounts. And lastly I do hereby constitute^ 
nominate and appoint my son George Everhart 
to be my sole Executor of this my last will and 
testament, revoking and annulling all former 
wills by me heretofore made, ratifying and con- 
firming this and none other to b^ my last wilt 
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and testament. In testimony whereof I Lave 
hereunto set my hand and affixed my seal this 
seventeenth day of July in the year of our Lord 
eighteen hundred and thirty three.

CHAPTEE IV. 

OEORGE EVEBHART, Jun. 

George Everhart, sou of George and Eve Eliz- 
abeth, and graudson of Paul, was born at the old 
Homestead, November 10th, 1771. He never 
learned a trade, but adopted farming as his occu- 
pation, and remained on the plantation with his 
father, and succeeded to the Estate after his 
f8ther's death. It was during his career as a 
farmer, that the toil of faiming was somewhat 
alleviated by the introduction of the Grain Cra- 
dle, instead of the Hand Sickle, which caused a 
storm of opposition. The grain was also threshed 
by machinery, instead of by hand with a flail. 
Towards the end of his farming operations, the 
Grain Eeaper, worked by horses, was invented 
and used extensively and successfully. 

He was married in the year 1796, to Elizabeth 
Weaver, daughter of Philip .Weaver, who lived 
on an adjoining plantation. She was boru Jan- 
uary 5th, 1778, and her life having been prolong- 
ed almost a century, (yO years, 2 mos., «& 7 days) 
61 years of which was wedded life, she died the 
oth day of march 1868, having survived her 
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husband 11 years. Although deprived of ber 
sight lor the last fifteen years of her life, yet she 
was always cheerJ'ul and happy. At all times 
sh6 welcomed you with the same friendly greet- 
ing and hearty shake of the hand. When you 
approached her, she would turn her sightless orbs 
towards you and say " although, I can't see you, 
yet I know who you are." She was a faithful and 
devoted member of the Eeformed Church. Her 
remains were deposited in the Cemetery in Man- 
Chester, Md. 



''I saw ail aged woman upon her bier ; 

Her hair was thin and white, and on her brow 
A record of the cares of many a year ; 

Cares that were ended and forgotten now. 
And there was sadness round, and faces bowed, 
And many tears fell fast, and children wailed aJoud.

Then rose a hoary headed man and said, 
in faltering accents to that weeping train, 

^ Why mourn ye that our aged friend is dead ? 
Ye are not sad to see the gathered grain ; 

Nor when their mellow fruit the orchard cist,

The bound of man's appointed years, atlas t, 
Life's blessings all enjoyed, life's labor done. 
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Serenely to her final rest has passed ;

And I am glad that she has lived thus long, 
And glad that she has gone to her reward *, 

Nor can I deem that nature did her wrong, 
Softly to disengage the vital cord- 

YoY when her hand grevy palsied, and her eye 

Dark with the mists of age, it was time to die." 

He continued the cultivation of his iarm until 
he reached his SIst year, when the infirmities of 
old age admonished him to relinquish farming, 
aaid enjoy the fruits of a well spent life. 

It was during the latter half of his life, that 
the application of lime was made to the soil, which 
had become exhausted by the continued crops 
of grain raised on it. Previous to the discovery 
of the valuable nature of lime, and its adaptabil- 
ity to increase the prwluctiveuess ol worn out 
lands, farming was not very remunerative, from 
the fact that the soil was yearly losing the very 
properties that were requiied to produce the nec- 
essaries of life^ and it was found necessary to ap- 
ply some fertilizer, that would replace what was 
being continually taken away. This great boon 
was atlast found in lime, which has proveu to be 
one of the greatest blesisi.ings to mankind. 

In March 1852, just 100 years after his grand-

father Paul Everhart had settled on this estate, 
he removed to Manchester, Md., where he lived 
a retired life, and died on the nation's birth- day, 
July 4th, 1857, sJged 85 years, 7 months & 24 days, 
honored and lamented by a large circj^e of friends 
and acquaintances. Be was upright and just, in 
all his dealings with his fellowman, and was es* 
teemed and respected by all with whom he came 
in contact, in the busineT^s relations of life. 

He never aspired to any political office, but was 
always a firm Jeffersonian Democrat. He was a 
strict member of the Keformed Church, and his 
remains were interred in the Cemetery located 
in Manchester. 

To this aged couple whose lives had reached 
beyond the lourscore years, and who had lived 
together in the holy bonds of wedlock 61 years, 
there were born, four sons; Jiicob, George, John 
and David, and five daughters; Rachel, Mary, Evb 
Elizabeth, Savilla and Elenora ; neither of whom 
died before they had reached the G(;th year of age 
which is somewhat of a remarkjrble fact. Even to 
the present time (1883) of the whole number, only 
two have died, although it is 65 years since the 
youngest child was born. Longevity appeal's to 
be characteristic of the Everhai*t family, as thus 
far, 10 of the descendants of Paul bearing the 
name of Everhart, are known to have lived be- 
yond the 7^th year. In order that all may see 
that he carried out his principles of justice and 
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equity to all, we give a copy of his last Will and 
Testament, in which will be found no favoritism^ 
but each one has received the proper share of 
his earthly possessions. 



   



CHAPTEE V. 

WILL, OF GEORGE EVERHAET, JUU. 

In the name of God, Amen ! 1 George Ever- 
hart, Jr., -of Carroll Co., in the State of Maryland, 
being weak in body, but of sound and disposing 
mind, memory and understanding; considering 
the certainty of death, and the uncertainty of the 
time thereof, and being desirous to settle my 
worldly alfairs and thereby, be the better pre- 
pared to leave this world when it sliaJl please 
God to call me hence : iJo therefore make and 
publish this instrument of writing to be mj last 
Will and Testament Id manner and form follow- 
ing, — That is to say : First and principally I 
commit mv soul into the hands of Almighty God, 
and my body to the eartli to be decently buried 
iit the di^^creriou of my Executor hereinafter 
named, and after my debts and funeral charges 
are paid I give, deviseand bequeath my estate 
us follows, — To wit : 
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I give and bequeath unto my beloved wile 
Elizabeth, two cows, two shoats, (the choice of 
my stock ( one eight day clock and case, one case 
of drawers, one small bureau, six chairs, two 
common rocking chairs, one ten-])late stove and 
pipe, one iron kettle, iron pots, tubs, buckets and 
such other kitchen furniture as she may select 
for her use, two beds & bedsteads complete, one 
work-8tand, one leaf-table and such other articles 
in the liouse, including coverlets, quilts, blankets, 
sheets, tablecloths and as much of the crockery, 
glass and queeusware as she may select for her 
own use. I also give and bequeath unto my wife 
Elizabeth, my negro womaii Charlotte Williams, 
to serve my said wife during her natural life and 
at the death of my wife Elizabeth, I do hereby 
liberate, manumit and from slavery set free my 
said negro woman Charlotte Williams, from all 
further services, to her heirs, executors oj* ad- 
ministi'ators. 

1 give and bequeath unto my daughter Eve 
Elizabeth the sum of one hundred dollars, to be 
paid to her my said daughter, one year pfter my 
death, by my ExeVutor out of the proceeds of my 
estate. I give and bequeath unto my daughter 
Elenora, the sum of one hundred dollars, to be 
paid to her my said slaughter, one year after my 
death, by my Executor out of the proceeds of my 
estate. I give and bequeath unto my grandson 
Ashton Krantz, the sum of fifty dollars, said sum 
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of money to be applied by my executor towards 
ids tsehoolmg, in such manner as my executor 
may think best for hU benefit, 

I give, devise and bequeath unto my daughter 
Savilla married to John Krantz, my lot of ground, 
containing one quarter of an acre of land with 
the buildings and appurtenauces thereunto be- 
longing, situate, lying and being in the. town of 
Miinchester, Carroll Co., adjoining lots of land, 
of tlie German Keformed parsonage and George 
Weaver, (being the same lot of ground and dwell- 
ing, in which my daughter Savilla and her hus- 
band now live) to her my said daughter Savilla 
during her life, and at her death, to them, their 
heirs and assigns, sliare and share alike. 

It is my Will| and I order and direct that when 
a distribution is made of my estate, the sum of 
three hundred end ten dollars, without interest, 
to be deducted out of the share coming to my 
daughter Savilla (being the amount which I paid 
tor the said house and lot devised to her in this 
my last Will and Testament). And 1 further or- 
der and direct the sura of eighty dollars due me 
on a single bill, dated the 11th day of march 1841, 
Hue me from John Krantz her husband to be de- 
ducted out of the share that will be coming to my 
said daughter Savilla, and when deducted, I or- 
der said single bill to l3e given up by my executor, 
or to be destroyed and cancelled. 

I give, devise and bequeath unto my son John 
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Everharty about five acres of woodland lying and 
being in Carroll Co., adjoining lands of Lewis £1- 
gle and the heirs of Jacob Geiger, dec'd, on the 
ro^>d leading irom Manchester to Westminster, 
being part of the land heretofore conveyed by 
Dennis Davis, to me by deed, dated the 5th day 
of May 1820, and recorded in Liber, w. o. No. 
156, folio 530 and one of the land records of Bal- 
timore Co., to him my said son. John, his heirs 
and assigns forever. 

I order and direct, Pnd it is my will, that my 
two negro men, namely, Henry Williams and 
Jesse Williams, render service to my estate six 
months after my death, such as my executor may 
direct them to do, for the benefit of the estate, 
in the hands olthe executor. And at which timle 
being six months after my deatl), the said Henry 
Williams & Jesse Williams, I do hereby liberate^ 
manumit and from slavery set free. 

I authorize, empower, order and direct that as 
soon as conveniently may be after my death, all 
my goods and chattels not willed or bequeathed 
in this my last will and testament together with 
all my Keal Estate not willed or devised, consist- 
ing of a farm of about two hundred and eighty 
two acres of land be the same more or less, on 
which I now reside, and about oigbt acres lying 
adjoining lands of Henry WJirehime, Samuel Ma- 
thias and others, being the same land & premises 
heretofore devised to me by my father (reorge 
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Everhart's last will and testameut, bearing date 
on or about July 16th 1833, and recorded in the 
^Register's of&ce of Baltimore Co., with such oth- 
er lands purch'^sed by me from Philip Weaver, 
by deed, dated the 15th day of June 1814, and re- 
corded in Liber w. G. No. 128 folio 362, one of 
the land records of Baltimore Co., containing two 
acres and fifty one perches of land more or less, 
1 order and direct to be sold at public sale, on 
such terms and conditions, as my executor may be 
best for all parties concerned, and after the pay- 
ment ol my debts, iuneral expenses and legacies 
I order and direct and it is my will that the sum 
of two thousand dollars out of the imrchase money 
of my real estate, be set apart by my executor,& 
the interest thereof to be paid to my wife Eliza- 
beth, during her life annually for her support and 
maintenance, this and other bequests, made and 
contained in this my last will and testament for 
the support of my wife, to be iihfuU satisfaction of 
her right of dower and claim to thirds of mj es- 
tate both real, personal and mixed. The said sum 
of two thousand dollars as above mentioned to be 
and remain in my executor's hands,or shall invest 
the same in some B?nk or fund, or otherwise as 
he may think proper, on good and sufficient secu- 
lity, and shall pay the interest and profits arising 
from the same annually to my said wife Eliza- 
beth, during her natural life, and at the death 
of my wife, I will and bequeath the said sum of 
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two thousand dollars, with the interest, if any bo 
due thereon, the same to be equally divided a- 
mongst my children, to them and their heirs, 
shaie and share alike, as herein after directed, 
in the same manner as the balance of my estate, 
now order and directed to be divided & restricted. 
And it is my will and I order and direct that 
the balance of the proceeds of my estate remain- 
ing, after payment of debts, expenses, legacies 
and amounts as set apart for my wife, as afore- 
said, remaining in the hands of my said executor 
arising from the sales of my real and personal 
estate, I give and bequeath as I'ollows, to Wit : - 

One equal share ol said balance to my son 
Jacob Everhart and his heirs. 

One equal share of said balance to my son 
George Everhart and liis heirs. 

One equal share of said balance to my son 
John Everhart and his heirs. 

One equal share of said balance to my son 
l>avid Everhart and his heirs. 

One equal share of said balance to my daugh- 
ter Mary wife of Jiicob Shower, and her heirs. 

One equal share of said balance to my daugh- 
ter Kachel wife of George Shower, and her heirs. 

One equal share of said balance to my daugh- 
ter Eve Elizabeth and her heirs. 

One equal share of said balance to my daugh- 
ter Elenora and her heirs. 

One equa] share of said balance to my daugh- 
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ter Savilla, wiie of John Kraittz, and her heii% 
de<luctiug therefrom tbe aibremeutioned sttinfi 
umouiitiiig to three hundred and iiiu^liy doUara, 
the. balance to be paid to my daughter SaviUa^ 
whose separate receipt for said buoi or any part 
thereof to be fiufficieut discharge to my executor, 
and at the death oi' my daughter Savilla, any or 
the whole that wonkl be. coming to her from my 
estate after my death, and after the dciitb of my 
wife, the same to be paid over by my executor to 
her children, share and share alike. 

And lastly I do hereby constitute and appoint 
my son George Everhart, sole Executor of this 
• my last Will and Testament, with full power and 
authority to sell and convey by deed or deeds for 
any part of my real estate, by this my last Will 
and Testament, directed to be sold to the purcha- 
ser or purchasers thereof, in manner as f\ill, am- 
ple and efte^ual to, all intents and purposes as I 
myself might or could do if living. Hereby re- 
voking and annulling all wills and testaments by 
me made, ratifying and confirming this and none 
other to be my last Will and Testament. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and affixed my seal this twelth day of May 
in the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and 
forty nine.

CHAPTEE VL 

JACOB EVEEHABT AND FAMILY. 

Jacob, eldest son of Greorge and Elizabeth 
Everhart, was born June 6tli 1797, at the Home- 
stead. Not having learned any trade, he worked 
on the iarm of iiis father, until his marriage in 
May 1821, to Elizabeth Born, who was born Jan- 
uary yth 1801. After his marriage, he moved on 
to the farm ol Conrad Kerlinger, lying 4 miles 
N. East of Manchester, and was engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits several years. He purcliased a 
farm near Bachman's Valley, on which lie lived 
two years, when he disposed of it, and removed 
to Keisterstown, Md., 16 miles North of Baltimore 
City, at the junction of two turnpikes, the one ex- 
tending to Chambersburg, Franklin Co., Pa., and 
the other to Carlisle, Cumberland Co., Pa. 

Here he keqt an Hotel, tor the accommodation 
of the large number of travellers, who passed 
over these turnpikes to Baltimore City. This 
was in the days when railroads were very few, 
and the gre;^ter part of the products of the coun- 
try h>»d to be taken to Market on **Conestoga 
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Wagons," and passengers were conveyed in lum- 
bering "Stage CoacheSj" or in private vehicles, 



''We hear no more the clinking hoof, 

And the stage coach rattling by; 
For the steam king rules the travelling world, 

And the old pike's left to die. 
The grass creeps o'er the flinty path, 

And the stealthy daisies steal 
Where once the stage horse, day by day, 

Lifted his iron heel. 



No more the weary stager dreads 

The toil of coming morn ; 
No more the bustling landlord runs 

At the sound of the echoing horn. 
For the dust lies still upon the road, 

And the bright-eyed chiMren play 
Where once the clattering hoof and wheel 

Rattled along the way.

He was married the second time, in the Fall of 
1841, to Mrs. Elizabeth Christ. H^ removed to 
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Blue Ball, seyeral miles north of Eeisterstown, 
^here he lived 2 years, when he moved to West- 
minster & continued to supply the wants of the 
Public with an Hotel, for 7 years. He then re- 
moved to CarroUton a few miles south of West- 
minstiCr, where he remained 2 years and then re- 
turned to Reisterstown, ^here he died Septem* 
ber, 16th 1872, aged 75 years, 3 months and lu 
days. His remains were buried in the Cemetery 
at Manchester. He was politically a i>emocrat, 
though he never held any political office. His 
second wife survived him two years, and died 
in July, 1874,

Samuel F. Everhart, second son oi Jacob and 
Elizabeth, was born in the yeai* 1832. He wa^ 
mairied to Miss Carrie Yiugiiug. He resides in 
Westminster, Md., and is engaged in huckstering 
and the cultiviition of his farm. The ofispring 
of this marriage were four sons, Charles, George 
Y., John and William. 

George W. Everhart third son of Jacob and 
Elizabeth, was born in Bachman's Valley, Mai'ch 
23d, 1836. When six years old. he went to live 
with his grandfather George Everhart with whom 
he remained until 1852, when he apprenticed 
himself to his uncle John Everhart, and learned 
the trade of a shoemaker. He worked at thii^ 
for five years, but constant sitting and confine- 
ment impaired his health and he relinquished iu 

He then followed the occupation of a Market- 
man, supplying the markets of Baltimore City, 
with the various products, which he obtained iu 
York and Adams Co's, Pa. At present he is en- 
gaged in selling agricultural implements. 

He was married September 4th, 1859 to Bachel 
Frankforter of Manchester, in which place he has 
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always resided siuce his marriage. There were 
born unto Geo. W. and Eachel Everhart,tive sons, 
Frank W., Chaiies J., Henry P., who died. June 
7th, 1865, George A., arid Clarence E., who died

Miranda Everhart, daughter of Jacob and 
Elizabeth; was born February 16th, 1824.

15th, 1847. They liave always resided upon a 
large farm beautifully located about one mile 
east of Westminster, on what is familiarly known 
as the "Wampler's Mill" property. 

They have reared and been blessed with a fine 
large family of children, twelve in number, viz : 
Abram, the eldest son, who is married to Kate 
M. Little, of Baltimore Co., Md. : William S., 
who died in his 2 Ith, year of age: Austin the 
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tliinl son, who is married to Manjie Keniiey of 
Bnltiinore City : Mary E., who i^ married to Jos.

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CHAPTEE Vn. 

GEOBGE EVERHART, OF GEO. Jun. 

At the ancestral home, on the 31st day of Jan- 
uary, 1800, George Everhart was born, the sec- 
ond son of George & Elizabeth and great-gmnd- 
son of Paul Everhart, and the third George in a 
direct line of succession. He worked on the farm 
for his father, until he arrived at the age of 20 
years, when he apprenticed himself to learn the 
tra<}e ol' a Cabijiet Maker, with Henry shultz, in 
Manchester, Md., at which he worked for 5 years. 
His grandfather being the owner of a large tract 
of land (5o0 acres) in the State of Kentucky which 
needed the atteution of some one, and George also 
being desirous of seeiiig the *'Great West" resol- 
ved to make the trip on horseback. At that pe- 
riod of our country's history, a journey of that 
distance was considered quite an undertaking. 
Then there was not a single mile of railroad built 
in the United States, and the telegraph was un- 
known. Now the contineiit is spanned from the 
Atlantic to the Paciiic Ocean with railroads, and 
it requires less time now (1883) to travel from 
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ocean to ocean, 4haD it did then to travel to the 
seemingly far off state of Kentucky. 

^'Through the mould and through the clay, 
Through the corn aud thrpugh the hay, 
By the margin of the lake, 
O'er the river, through the brake, 
O'er the blear and dreary moor, 
On we hie with screech and roar, 
Splashing! Hashing! 
Crashing! dashing! 
Over ridges, 
Gullies, bridges, 
By the bubbling rill. 
And mill, 
Highways, 
By-ways, 

HoUow-hiU, 
Jumping, biunping, 
Rocking, roaring • 

Like 40,000 giants snoring ! 
By the lonely hut and mansion. 
By the ocean's wide expansion. 
Where the factory chimney smokes ; 
Where the foundry bellows croaks ; 
DHSh along! 
Splash along! 
Crash along I 
Flash along! 
On! on! with a jump, 
And a bump, 
AndaroUI 
Hies theHre-fiend to its destined goal 1 
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O'er the aqueduct and bog, 
On we fly with ceaseless jog. 
Every instant something new, 
Every instant lost to view, 

Now a tavern, now a steeple— 
Now a crowd of gaping poeple — 
Now a hollow, now a ridge— 
Now a cross-way, now a bridge- 
Grumble, stumble— 
Kumble, tumble- 
Fretting, getting in alstewl 
Chiurch and steeple, gaping people, 
Quick as thought are lost to view. 
Every thing tb^ eye can survey, 
Turns hurly-bifrly, topsy-turvy I 
Each passenger is thumped and shaken, 
As physic is, when to be taken.

If to hail a friend inclined, 
WhishI whirl I kaswash! he's left behind! 
Humble, tumble, all the day, 
Thus we pass the hours away. " 

The joorney having been decided upon, he provi- 
ded himself with a fine black horse. His cloth- 
iTig were packed in a leathern valise which wa^ 
H trapped ou the back of the horse, behind the 
saddle. Thuis equipped, he started upon bis ioog 
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" Western Tour," the I6th day of May, 1825. 

His departure was not announced by the whis- 
tle of a steam engine, but the only sound heartl, 
was the clattering of his horse's feet on the earth. 
How great tlie contrast between then and now ! 
He passed through Emmittsburg, Md., Waynes- 
boro, Pa., and thence, direct to Hagerstown, Md. 
Prom here he traveled on the National Turnpike, 
tjirough Hancock and Cumberland, Md., and 
thence to Wheeling, Va., wliere he crossed the 
Ohio river. A lew miles from here he stopped o- 
ver niglit, where he met the Jingineers who were 
locating the National pike in^the State of Ohio. 
He traveled westward to Cincinnati, which then 
had a population of about 12,o00. In 1880 it had 
increased to 255,804. Here he remained three 
weelys with his uncle David Weaver, who was in 
the merchantile business in that city. 

During this vitsit, his uncle h:id a liat-bottomed 
boat loade'l with a general assortment of di*3'- 
goods and groceries, and a crew of men, among 
whom was George, rowed the boat across the Ohio 
and up the Licking river in Kentucky, a distance 
of 30 miles. As there were no stores along the 
river at tliat time, they stopped at different points 
and exchanged their stock of merchandise with 
the people, for the various products of the country. 
The crew of the boat wiere generally Ibnd of drink- 
ing whiskey, in which they indulged pretty freely. 
They persuaded George that it was necessary 
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for him also to use whiskey, to protect liim from 
the malaria which prevailed along the river, par- 
ticularly, as he was not used to the climate. 

By the time they returned from the expedition 
he too had become fond of the soul-destroying 
poison. Although young and inexperienced, he 
saw that if he wished to avoid becoming a drunk- 
ard, he must abstain from <lrinking altogether. 

Then and there he learned a lefcsKon which ijroved 
an incalculable blessing during nis liletime. He 
firmly resolved that he and liquor would part com- 
pany forever, which resolution he has faithfully 
carried (mt. May this incident in his life, teach 
the same valuable lesson, to whoever may read this 
volume. His visit here being ended, he traveled 
to Larenceburg, Ind., wliere he crossed the Ohio 
river into Kentucky. Proceeding soutliward he 
traveled tlirough the state to Lexington 77 miles 
south of Cincinnati. Here Henry Clay, of nation- 
al fame, resitled, \5 hose eloquence and power as 
a statesman, in^hat early perio<l of our country's 
history, was heard and felt throughout the Union. 
Contiuueing his journey southward , he made 
the acquaintance of a young man, who traveled 
with him to his place of <lestination. Whilst rid- 
ing through tlie wilds of Kentucky-, they lost their 
way, aifd when the last lingering rays of the set- 
lingsun disappeared behind the western hills, & 
t he shades ot evening had closed around our wea- 
ry travelers, they beheld in the distance a faint

glimmering light. Cheered by this beacon, they 
soon reached the humble abode of one of Ken tuc- 
ky's yeomen. Upon inquiring whether they could 
be entertained lor the night, the worth}' host re- 
plied " 1 liave plenty of corn for your horses, and 
will give you the best I have, for yourselves." 

The hungry guests fared sumptuously on corn 
bread and bacon, and enjoyed the repast as well, 
as if they had been entertained in the paliice of 
a kiug. KefreAed with a night's slumbers in the 
best bed in the htmse, our travellers resumed the 
journey in the morning. Before they reached the 
end of their joi^ruey, they met with quite an a- 
musiiig incident. As they were riding along, they 
saw a very beautiful black and white spotted an- 
imal in the road, wLicli appeared quite tame. 

jSeither one having ^een an animal like it be- 
fore, George's companion dismounted and attemp- 
ted to catch it, but the perfume it sent forth, soon 
revealed that it was a skunk, and our traveller 
retreated, mounted a^ain and Jeft the bloodless 
field of battle in pos^^ession pf the enemy. 

Tliey reached tlieir point of destination safely, 
which was in Eockcastle Co., on Dick's river, 6 
miles from Mt. Vernon the County seat. Here 
George remained six weeks with W. J. Anderson, 
who was a great politcian, and at that*time waa 
a candidate for a public office. 

Mr. Anderson h a ving taken a particular fancy 
for him, invited him to accompany him in all Li^ 
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electioneering toiirs, which he accepted, buttheii^ 
combined persuudilig powers were not sufficient 
to prevent Mr. Anderson from being deloiited. 

Owing to the intimate friendship which sprung 
up between them, Mr. Anderson only charged 
him $10 for the board of himself and the horse 
during his six weeks sojourn. 

From here he proceeded to Oumberhuid Gap, 
Hnd slept one niglit in Tennessee. Then tiaveled 
homeward through the Great Valley of Vi». He 
leniidned over night one mile from the Natnral 
Bridge, wJiich he visited and wrote his name on it. 
Proceeding on his journey lie passed through Lex- 
in^'ton an<l Staimton, to Harrisonburg, wiiere he 
remained several days with Wiiliam Weaver; he 
then went to Woodstock an<l having crossed the 
Shenandoah river remained over night with a Pa., 
farmer whose name he did not recollect. He then 
traveled through Winchester & Charlestown, and 
crossed the Potomac river at Harper's Ferry. 

A short distance from the river he remained 
over niglit with a farmer, intending- to make a 
veiy early start the next morning, so as to reach 
home the same day. An exceedingly dense fog 
wrapt the eartli as in a mantle, in the morning, 
which continued until after he arrived at Fred- 
erick Md., where he became so bewildered that he 
Wcis utterly unable to determine the proper road 
to tike so as to reach home. In this dilemma he 
made the second inquiry of the same individual. 
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before he could be conviuced that lie was on the 
right road, so great wa« his bewilderment. Atlast 
convinced that he was on the correct route, he pro- 
ceeded through Woodsboro, Middleburgand Uni- 
outown. When he leaclicd this point, even hi» 
faithful horte, who had cnrried him thus f«r, seem- 
ed to know he was nearing home, as he appeared 
infused with new life, and traveled with renewed 
vigor and energy. He arrived home ab^ut sun- 
set, on September Gth, 1826, having traveled 1250 
miles, and was absent nearly four months. The 
trip only costing him $00. 

He commenced mercli:indising, Ai)ril 1st, 1826, 
in Mancliet^ter, Baltimore (now Carroll) Co., Md., 
having purchased the stock of goods, amounting 
to $700, from Marcus Spencer. He remained 3 
years in tliis house, called "Kerl in ger's Stand,'^ 
when he purchased a tannery property on the op- 
posite side of tlie street, and converted it into h 
store an<l dwelling and moved his goods into it. 

Having now secured a home of his own, ho con- 
cluded it was time to take a tiartner for life, which 
was consummated April lyth, 1829, by tlic Bev'd, 
Jacob Geiger, to Catharine Shower, daughter of 
Col. John A. Shower, who resided about one half 
mile north of Manchester. 

H«^, resided in this property 3 years, when he 
disposed of it,and purchased the brick property iu 
which lie at present resides, near the centre of the 
*town, from Mrs. Mary Shultz, widow of John Q. 
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Sholtz, for the sum of $1650. In this house all 
iiifci cliildreu were boru, except liia eidest sod Ed- 
maud fcJ., who was boru in the tannery pi-operty, 
' In IboO the Manchester Acmlemy was incorpo- 
rat4?d by the Legu^latui'e oi'Md. He was appoin- 
ted one oi' the Trustees in connection with tiie 
Hon. John A. Sliow.er, Kev. Jacob. Geiger, lie v. 
Jacob Albert, George Motter, John Weaver and 
Peter Sauble, and is now (1883) the only surviving 
memOer ol" the original board of trustees. When 
yet a young man, he was elected an EUler of tlie 
Kefonned (Jhm*cii, and wa« in active jservic4* be- 
tween :iO and 40 years. He was apiM>iured by the 
Governor of Md., an<l also elected by tlie [Hiojile 
a number of times, a Justice of tlie Peace, having 
served in that capacity with honor and satisfac- 
to the community for a number of years. 

His merchanule business having increased, he 
erected a large addition ti> his pvo^n^rty in 1848, 
the brick of wiucli the writec assist>ed in carrying 
on to the scatibld. As soon as the adtlition was 
completeil he moved the store into it. In con- 
nection with his merchandising, he was engaged 
in agriculti^ral pui^sults on a farm adjoining the 
town. 

On the l8t (Jay of April 1875, he entered into co- 
partnership with his eldest son Edmund S.Ever- 
hart, to continue the merchantiie business, which 
was dissolved by mutual consent in 1878. Since 
then he hiis retired from all active business pur- 
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suits, hariug been an active merchant fur ivn mi' 
interrupted period of 52 years. 

During tlieCivil War between the Nortliern & 
Southern sections of our country, he was a firm and 
activu Unionist, In 1801 he was nominated by the 
liepnbiican Party, as a candidate for the Legisla- 
tuie on tJie ticket with S. E. Waters and VV. L. liit- 
tle, and on Nov. 6th was triumphantly elected by 
the h;indM)Uie majority of 1822 in a total vote of 
4920. The KebelUou being in progress, and the 
Union in <langer of being dissolved by the spirit 
of secevssion, it required men of firmness, clear judg- 
ment and undoubted h>yaUy andpatriotism to man* 
age the helm of state. Among the members of the 
Legishiture, were such men as Reverdy Johnson, 
John S. Berry, John T. Ensor, John A. J. CresR- 
well, William Pric«, R. Stockett Matthews and 
John V. L. Findlay. His vote was always Yea, 
in support of all liesolutions expressing confidence 
in the wisdom, firmness and uitegiityof thePresi- 
d.Mit anil Cabinet and patriotic acts of Congress, & 
in |)le<lging the resources and credit of the State 
to the support of the General Government. He 
introduced and had passed a number of bills of 
interest and importance. At this session the Hon 
Eeverdy Johnson was elected U. States Senator^ 
for six years. 

After a happy married life of 49 years I month 
and 27 days, he met with a sad bereavement, by 
the death of his wilfe, who was stricken down with 
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Acute Gastritis, and died the lOth-day of June 
1878, aged 70 yesirs, 4 months and 21 days. 

She was truly a devoted wife, and kind, att'ec- 
tionate and caristian mother, who always endeav- 
ored to bi:lug up her children in the fear and nur- 
ture of the Lord. She tauglit them to reiieat in- 
fant praye rs, when they were yet dandled upon 
het knee. She was reared lii the German Reform- 
ed Church, of which she was an honored commu- 
nicant member. Her remains were deposited in 
the Cemetery in Manchester, beside those of her 
three daughters who had preceedtul her to the 
spirit land.

^vld. He was married on May lOth 1855 to Han- 
nah E. Frizzle, who was born July 4th, 1832. 

He was engaged in merchandising in this place 

until October, 1856, when he disposed of his stock 

of goods and removed to White Post, Clarke Co., 

Va. Here hf» continued the merchantile businesvs, 

until October 1858, when he once more disposed 

of hi^ goods.

Oliver T«, secouiL SOU of George and Ciithiuine 
Everhart, was boru JVIay 18th, 1832. Keceived 
his preliminary education at tlie Maucliestei- A- 
cadeiny, and prepared himself to enter tlie Soph- 
omore Class of Marshall College, at Mtrcersbiirg, , 
l^a.) October 23, 1851. He was a member of tli) 
Diaghothian Literary Society, and delivered the 
nineteenth Anniversary Address, May Otli 1854. 

lu April 1853 tlie Institution was removed rf> 
Lancaster, Pa., and consolidated with the ohl 
Franklin College, under the name ot Franklin & 
Marshall College, where he graduated with the 
Salutatory honor ot liis Class, July 2(it:h, 1854, with 
the toUowing classmates; Joseph C. Bucher, T. P. 
Bucher, William H. Groh, John Z. Heiner, Wm. 
K. Loose, Francis Netcher, John M. Titsel and Da- 
vid W. Wolff; one class-mate, Henry C. Gittiiigs 
liaving died in March 1854. 

He read medicine under the instruction ol'Dr. 
Henry E. Beltz, ot J\^inchester, Md., and m itricu- 
IjTedatthe. University of Maryland, in B iltimore 
City, inOctober,18S4, where h« graduated Much 
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5th, 1856, with 63 other candidates, re<$ehin^ the 
degreeof Doctor of Medicine. Ou the 12th d^y 
of October following, he located in Ck)ld8t>ori», 
(Etters P. O.) York Oo., Pa., and engaged in the 
Practice of Medicine. 

He wa8 married on the 26th of April, 1859, by 
the Bev. Win. Mc.Fadden, to Sarah,- daaghter of 
the Kev. Jacob G. Kister. A daughter, Ciirrie 
Kate, wi)«.born to them, March lOth, 1860, and 
died with convulHions ou the ^l8t day of the same 
month. This bereavement was followed by the 
death of his amiable and devoted wife, from Ty- 
phoid Fever, on the 19th day of September follow- 
ing, aged 23 years, 9 months and 2 days.

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III accordance with the foregoing, he reported 
j'or duty. The Penn'a., Militia having been dis- 
banded in about a week alter his nrrivaf, he con- 
tracted with the United States lor Hospital duty, 
as the Hospitals were overHowiug with the wound- 
ed from the bloody battlo of Antietam, fought on 
tbe 16th and 17th of September, bt*lween Gen, G. 
B. Mc.Clellau of the Union, and Gen. K. E. Lee 
of the Confederate forces. Several weeks after 
the battle, Gen. Wa<le Hampton's Brigade of Gen. 
J. E. B. Si uari's Division ol Confedeiate Cavalry 
made a raid through Fennsylvaiiiji & Maryhiml, 
and on arriving at Chambersburg, they blew up 
500,000 rounds of ammunition wl»ieh was stored 
vliere, an<l burned tlie Cumberland Valley Kail 
Loul Depot. They also took the Surgeons and 
soldiers in the Hospitals prisoners, but imrole<l 
them before they left. Supplying themselves 
with a very large quantity of all kiuds of merchan- 
dise, and capturing as many horses as possible, 
they took their departure and escaped across the 
Potomac river into Virginia. 

He remained here attending to his arduous du- 
ties until the middle of October, when he was or- 
dered to report for duty at Camp Curtin, near 
Harrisburg, Pa. Whilst actively engaged in his 
duties, he was attacked with Camp Diai ihea, and 
Inflammation of the Spinal Meninges, which re- 
sulted in Kiiujdete paralysis of juotion, but not of 
^en.satiou. Whilst prostrated with the above 
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disease, the following letters were received.

TJnIbrtunately for Dr. Eveihart, lie never fully 
recovered from his disabilities, and could not re- 
turn to the Army, for he had intended, if it was 
possible, to obtain a )>ermanent po.'-ition in the 
Kf gular Aimy. Insteml of reporiing for dirty as 
rr quested, lie was confined to his bed for four 
months, and tlen for thirteen months was com- 
pelled to use a cruteh and cane. At the present 
time he is obliged to use a cane. Htiving parti- 
ally recovered from his tlisability, lie agjiiii re- 
sumed th 3 practice of liis i^rofession. 

On the ISfch d«iy of October 1804, he was mar- 
ried by the Kev. James Charlton, to Anna 0. Shel- 
ly, daughter of Michael Shelly who resided on » 
beautiful island (Slielly's) situiite<l in the Sus- 
quehanna river opposite ol GrohNl)oro. 

In March 1867, on acc(mnt of ill health arising 
from Malaria, he disposed of his property and re- 
moved to Shrewsbury, Pa, Whilst residing here 
he was elected an Elder of the lieforme<l Church 
and Superintendentof the Sunday Schojl. 

After having sufiei ed for six years with disease 
in his own body, and having consulted a number 
of eminent Allopathic Physicians and taken pints 
of nauseous mcdiciues, without obtaining the 



desired relief, be was induce*! to try Ilonicbopiill.- 
ic remedies witii very beuefieiai etiectjs. iieiii^ 
conviuced of their virtue and the superiority of 
that system of medicine, he ca«t aside his Adopatli- 
ic prejudices, and studied the jninciplesof Homce- 
opathy, which system of medicine Le has prac- 
ticed with success since 1868. 

In January 1809, liaving recovered from the ef- 
fects ol the nndaria, he removed to Marysville, 
Perry Co., Pa., a vilLige of about 900 inhabitants, 
where he continued the practice of medicine. 

During his residence here, the Eeformed Church 
established a Missn)n Church, ot whicli he was e- 
lected an Ehler, and was one of the buiUUng com- 
mittee to erect the church. lie was President of 
the Board of Bcliool Direcrers and Surgeon to the 
Northern Central Kail way. 

Ue resided in this place nearly nine years, and 
desiring better educational facilities for his chil- 
dren, he located in Hanover, York Co., Pa., on the 
7th day of November, 1877. Having succeeded 
in establishing aline practice, he dis]K>sed of his 
property at Marysville, and removed his family 
to Hanover, on the ist ilay of April 1878, where 
they are at present residing. 

Politically he has always been a fli m and con- 
8istaht Democrat, but does not aspire to political 
office.

Coruelia A. second daughter ol George lunl Cat h- 
arine Everhnrt, was boru the 4th (hiy ot June 1836. 
Wajs etlucated at the Mancliester Academy. 

She was married to the Rev. Henry WLssler 
June 14th, 1859. He was a graduate of Friinklin 
and Marshall College, and ol tiie Theological Sem- 
inary ol the Eel'ormed Church. He was Pastor 
of the Mancliester Charge from March IJ, 1858, 
to March, 1801, when he resigned the ])astorate, 
and was engaged in teaching about three years. 

He received a "Call " and became Pastor of 
the Sliepherdstown ( W. Ya. ) charge on the 1st 
of March 1864, and served it for six years. In the 
spring of 1870, he removed to Lovettsville Va., 
and con tin uetl i^isr, jr of that Charge for two years, 
but had serveti it for lour years previous, in con.

He w as educated at tlie Manchester Acad- 
emy, and received his merchan tile training in the 
store of his father. In March 1864, he conmienc- 
ed merchandising in New Oxford, Ad j»nis Co., Pa., 
hut the country behig still distracled witli the Civ- 
il War, and there being danger of having his 
goods captured by the Confederate Army, he dis- 
lK)sed of his stock of goods, in the ibllowing Sep- 
tember and returned to Manchester, Md. He was 
a salesman in his ttither's store, until Marcli 1800^ 
when he purchased a store in Shrewsbnry, York 
Co., Pa., where he conducted the merchantile bus- 
iness until Marcii 1872. 

He was married on the 6th, of June 18GG, to 
Mary £., daughter of the Bev. DauieiJ .Haiier, of 
Abbottstown, Pa. In March 1872, he removed to 
Rail Koad, York Co., on the line of the Northern 
Central Railway, jind formed a Copartner-ship 
with Christoph Kolter, of Shrewsbury, and Red- 
reck er 1. Yjuiig, of Middle town, Pa., under the 
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ftrin name of Geo. P. Everhnrt & Co., to carry oji 
H general merchaiitile business, in 1808 lie \v«^.s 
elected one ol the boar<l of Directors of the Shrews . 
bury Saving lustitiitiou, and serv^ediu that capac- 
ity until 1870, when lie was electe<l President of 
rhelnstution, which office he holds j»t the preseDt 
time. On tlie 25rhday of October 1878, the rtriu 
of Geo. l\ Everharl & Co., was <lissolved by mutu- 
al consent, and since then he has conducted the 
business successfully himself. 

He served as Elder in the Ueformed Churcli at 
Shrewsbury a- number of years. 

The offspring of Geo. P- & Mary B. Everhavt, 
weretliree sons; George Henry, born February 
20tli, 1807, luid is the tiftli George, in succession. 
On the 18th, of March, 1873, another s<m whs 
born, but oidy lived a few hours.

Lanra Catharine, tilth daughter of Geoige an<l 
Catharine Everhart, was b4;rn April 22nd, 1850, 
and died from Dysentery in June, 1851. 

VV^illiani Tell, the filth an;l youiigcot son, (all of 
whom are livuig) of G*^o. & C<itharino Everhart, 
was born July 15th, 1852. Keceived his educa- 
lion at the Academy, and was enii)li)yed in his 
father's store until December (i, 187(>. He then 
loimed a partnerKshi[> with E. S. Everlnirt, for 
manufacturing cigars. In April 1878, he purchn >- 
ed liis partner's interest, and continued the bu. i- 
ness until April 187^, when lie discontinued it. 

During the iiexo year and a iialt* he wtnked on 
his fathej''s farm. He then clerked in tiie store 
of Geo. W. Cum, fnun Oct'r 1879, to April 1880. 

Being desirous ot* seeing the West, on the 19th 
of April 1880, he started for and arrived atLe^d- 
ville, Colorado, on the 25th, of the same mjntli. 

His mode of travelling was in marked contrast 
with that of hi.s father's when he m.ide his tour 
to the West, 5o years before. He remained here 
two weeks, but not being able to endure the cH- 
mate, was taken sick and returned home again. 
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Then lie was a salesiiuiu in the store of George 
P. Everhart until March, 1883. Becoming tired 
of clo^^e couiinenient lie engaged in agricultural 
puij^uits on the homestead. lie is a member of 
the lietormed Church. In politics he is a liepub- 
lican, but takes no active part in it. 

Elizabeth Ann, the fourth daughter of George 
and Catharine Everliait, was born December 12, 
1842. She received her education at the Man- 
chester Academy. 

Addie Virginia, the youngest child of George & 
(>»tharine Everliart, wa« born January 4th, 1855. 

Like the other children, she also received her 
ediication at the Academy. These tw^) sisters 
are both members of the Keformed Chuich; and, 
since the death of their mother, have presided 
over the household of their father w ith grace and 
dignity, and have been a great comfort to him, 
in the declining years of his life, when he was 
deprived of the society of her who had been his 
companion for 49 years.

CONCLUSION. 



Ill Concluding the hJAtory of the Everliart fam- 
ily and tiie various branches, we appi»n(l a few .sta- 
tistics, which may be interesting to the reader. 

From 174iJ to 1883, a period of 141 years, the. <le- 
J!(cendi^nt8 of Paulas Eberhardr, have numbered 
740, which number we have been able to tr^»ce def- 
mkel^;. Titers aire some branches of the family, 
in wiiicli w^e found it iui^iossible toobtain the wliole 
immber of descendants, but have giMxl reason to 
l)elieve that they would have swelled tlie total 
mmiber to 1000 ))e.r8ons. 

This is in marked contrast to the Sii.^wer fami- 
ly in which, the descendants of John Schauer, du- 
ring a i>eriod of K^i years, have only numbered 
about 275 persons, sis far as we have, been able to 
ascertain, but the number would also have been 
increiised, if we cimld have traceil tiieni fully. 

In the Shower tamilv, at the present time (188*'^) 
there are only 9 living male )>ersons, bearing the 
name of Shower. 

The descendants of George Everhart Jr a grand- 
son of P«ud, nnmberl) children,^? grand chihiren, 
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100 gieatgiMiid children, & 13 grtMifc-greut-iCrilu*! 
cliildieii. 

Tiie de8Ci*iidaiits of M;viy M. Weaver, a graiici- 
diuigliter of Paul Everhart, »ii(lsi2<iter of Ge4>. Jr., 
uiimber L2 cliildreu, 61 grand children, 51 great- 
grand chihlren,and 1 great-gre»«t grand chihl, (a^ 
tar a8 we could ascertaiu). 

The disceiidauts, ot ElizalK'th Myert}, a grand- 
daughter of Paul Everbart, andtdHterolGeo. Jr., 
u umber 11 children, 75 grand children, 120 greats 
grand children, aud 20 great-great-grand cbild'n. 

Of the descendautH bearing the name of Ever^ 
hart, 10 are known to have lived beyond the 75th 
year. The oldest living descendant is George Ev- 
erbart, of Geo. Jr., who is in bis 84tb year.

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Died. — At Manchester, jM<L, April 17, 1885, 
George Everiiart, ai»e<l 85 years, 2inoiith8aud 17 
days. Mr. Kverhart was hoc only a mau of great 
age, haviug passed the ibai-scoie yeHi*8 whi«h are 
rarely allotted to men, bnt lie was a man of ripe 
Cbristian experience. He was a meinber of the 
Keforined chnreh at Manchester during his long 
life, having been baptized in infancy, and in his 
yonth received into lull communion by confiima- 
tion. He always took a profound interest in the 
church aud everything that pertained to her wel- 
fare. He often accouij»anied his pastor to meet- 
ings of Classis and Synod, ».nd was well acquaipt- 
ed with the ministers of the church years ago. 
He was a eonstanl reader of the M£SS£^^GEU 
from the lirst issue ot the paper until his death, & 
hence was well informed in regard to all matters 
pertaining lu tiie liislory o\' the church. 

Retaining in undiminished power his faculties 
of mitid up to a few weeks before his death, his 
conversation was always interesting. During 
lateyet^rs he took little interest in secular aif'airs 
but his interest in spiritual things increased. 
He«pent much of his time in reading, and espec- 
ially iu the study of the Bible. The future life en- 
gaged his mind most profoundly, and on this sub- 
ject he was ever leady t<i converse, and had ma- 
ny questions to ask, some of which were too diffi- 
cult to be answered in this life; but tliey never 
disturbed his faitli. During the last year of his 
life, he sometimes suffered much physical pain 
which he bore with Christian resignation. For 
him to die was gain. His mortal remains were in 
terred in the Reformed cemetery in Manchester, 
April 19, in the prej^ence of a large number of old 
friends and neighbors, forest until the final res- 
urrection.

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CHAPTER I. 

JOHN SCHAUEB. 

"Proud laud 1 1 love thy hills and plains, 
I love the heavens that circle thee ; 
In every breeze I hear the strains 
Of a proud people, brave and free.

IiiBeinish Bavaria, one of th<^. States of Oerma- 
iiy, romantically situated amoii^ the dense forests 
sitoiig the river Erbuch, near its junction witb 
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the Serre, is ZweibruckeiJ. (The French, Deux- 
•pouts, and Koinan, Bepoiitinui). il received iU 
name IVum the two bridge.^, whieh there cross the 
Erbiiich. It was first mentioned in history in 1197^ 
aud Wits then iu possession of C'Ounts of Deux 
Pout, but liuaily came into possession of Bavaria. 
The population in 1875 w;us 9,349. Tiie mauu- 
tacture of woolen and cottju cloth, hardware and 
leather is carried on extensively. 

In this aucient and picturesque town, on the 
25th of July 1730, John Schauer, (now written 
Shower,) was born, from whom were descended 
the "Sliower i^'annly." Tiiere is no record of his 
family, but he w?»s apprenticed, at au early age, 
to a blacksmith in his n<itive ti>wn. 

ttooii after he served his apprenticeship, bein^ 
desirous of seeing the ** Western World," he emi- 
grated to North America, and landed at Philadel- 
pnia, in tlie year 175U, being in his twentieth 
year. Tiie (Jity iit tiiat time contained about 15, 
000 inhabitants. Having no money to pay his pas- 
sage across the Atlantic Ocean, he came as a re- 
demptioner, and as was customary then in such 
cases, w is bouud for his f iie to the service of a 
gentleman near Germautown, Pa. Hi^ employer 
earried on blacksmithuig extensively, and made 
John his foreman, as he was a skilled workman. 

After serving a part of his time, and purchas- 
iug the balance of it^^ he started for, and arrived 
iu the vicinity of the present town of Maucliester, 



Carroll Co., Md., (Maiiclie iter warf not then iu ex- 
istence.) ou the lOfch day of April 1758. • 

He preempted 800 a<'re8 of laml, wliich \vasT3ov- 
ered with the primeval lorest, through which tlie 
Indian still roamed. One I'amify of tliem, uainetl 
Mackanappy, lived on friendly terms with the 
Shower family, the children of the two taiiiilit^H 
often playing together, but a crime having heed 
r,ommiit«d by Home of the Indians, they isuddenl^ 
disapiieareil, ini<l no one ever knew wliere they 
luiide their HUbMcqueub home. 

Soon I* fte I* his arrival, John Shower built a two- 
8U>ry log dwelling liOfi.^e, and some years after- 
wards erecjted aframea^ldition and weatheiboiird- 
ed the wSblift' house, which biiildings are now (H3) 
8till .st^Ad^g. Thti dwelling was beiiutifully lo 
cated oil a gentle elevation, near a very excellent 
Spring of never-failing water. He erectetl a log 
Swiss barn to the I'igiit of £he'4iouse; but this wa I 
burned in 1809. He also'bitilt alirge bl.icksmitli  
siiO]) to the left of the dwelling, in wliich he labor- 
ed at bis trade. At that period of tinje black- 
smiths were scarce, so that some of his cusiomers 
eam« a distance -^f 15 miles to have tlieir smith- 
ing done. This building^ was still standing in 
the writw^s boyhood days lint has' disappeared 
under the ravages of time.' He planted two iKjar 
trees near ^he dwelling, oiite of wliich Wiis blown 
d*»wn a few years ago, but the other is standing 
5 itf t and l^faits fruit. It* is now about 122 years oft). 
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Od the 12th day of September 1759, Jobo 8ch»a< 
er was naturalized as a subjeQt to bear allegiawM) 
(o JKiug George II. 

He wdA laarridd twice ; flmt to a HiAH Kelbvch y 
by whom he had a aon aud daughter. The form- 
er, although mari'iedi left no iBftue. The daugh- 
ter was silso uiarried autt bail two dous and two 
daughters, but oue sou aud one daughter dicKl 
siugk. Tlie othtir son and daughter were mar* 
ried and bad several children, but they are ail 
dead, cciusequeutly leaving that branch of the 
family entirely extinct. His second marriagi^. 
Cook phice in 17G4,with Anna Mary Born who was 
born at Saleui, ^ew Jersey, in the year 17d9, and 
died on the lOtli day of August, 183^ at the ripe 
old age of 94 yeai's, having survived her husband 
upwards of 23 years. 

Ue was eouimissioned as a Captain of the mi* 
iitia by his sovereign C^orge II, but the date of 
his cominissioii is unknown. On the breaking 
out of the Bebellion in 1775, his company was cal- 
led into C()h)nial Service, and was attached to the 
Begimeut coininauded by CoL Dc^cker. After 
the Kevolutiouary war, he held many civil oiftcan 
of trust with distinction. 

lie was a strict uietnber of the German Reform- 
ed Church, aud took a very active part in orgaa« 
izing the congreg^itiou, and building the Ohur<di 
at Manchester, Md. 

Politically, he was a rigid & active Jeflbrsonian^ 
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Democratic Bepablicau, which principles are car- 
ried out by hU descendants to tiie present time. 

He resided uik>u his plautatiou, working at 
^18 tiiide audcultiviitingtlie soil, until bis death, 
which occurred G^ the l^tlitjfjj of April 1810, by 
Apoplexy, aged 79 years, 8 months and 15 dnys. 

. The issue of his marriage with Anua Mary 
Born, were*^hi?ee' sons, John Adam, J;icob and 
rercr,'t^e latter 4^wu of wIkNU died hi eai'ly Ih'e. 
T)*er^ were also«t\Ti>daAighters,Anna Mary and 
Elizabeth, the furuiev- ol wh«mi was married fo 
Joi>n Jilkius, tli^^n of York, now of A<kiins Oi>., Pa. 
She had iive sons aiiil one daAgltter. 

EUzo^belh Mfa« uiiarieti to John Sellers, ;Mid re- 
sided on a faim adjoining tiie Homestead. She 
had o^e sou John mtirriefi to Catliarine Weaver j^ 
and three daughters^ Mary married to Ptter Uet- 
t ier \ Elizabeth la^urriBd to ^\A\\\ Bhalt'er; and Cath- 
ariue ma>rried to Henry Kirantis. Tiiese children 
are all dji^ad, but have left ainftmerous progeny.

Schauer and Paulus Eberltardi, idthongh i>erfeci 
Atraiigers to one.auothet^ and whose families, in

COL, JOHH ADAH 8HOWS2. 

The eldest sou of Johu Shower, Vis : Joliu Ad^ 
am, (de^iguHted in private andoffldalty as Adsim) 
was bom on tlie 2tid day of Jatiniirjr 1774, at the 
Homestead, a half mile uortli of Matichester, Md., 
where lie resided daring bi^life time. 

He learne4l the trade of a blacksmith with hin 
father, but niter his father's death, he did not pay 
much attention to the ba»>iui*ss, as he was exteu- 
*sively engaged in agricultural pursuits among 
whi«*li Wits the cultivation of tobacco on quite a 
large scale. He w<m married on the 20th day of 
Aiuil X79<j, to Anna BHzabeth Troxel, who was 
born near Emniittsburg, Fiisderick (Jo., Md., on the 
7tli day ot April 177^anddet*arted this life the^ 
13th day of Fcbrusiry 1854, aged 80 years, 10 mos.,. 
and 6 days, liaving survived iter husband 21 years« 
It is a renuu'kabie fact, that she. never wore a 
pair of H|)eci acleh',as her eyesight never failed her. 
She was a fiiithful and devoted member of the 
GFerman Befc^ined Ohnveh* Her remains were 
dei>osited in tl^Oemeiteify, in Manchester beside 
those oi'her husband. , v .

In 1811 Adam Shower was commissit^ntMl Cap- 
tain of the 2ud Comi>any, loth lieginient &> 14th^ 
Brigade, Maryland Militia. Early in July, 1814 
there was a reqnisitiou made on this Kegimeut 
for one Company of men to go t4> the defence of 
Baltimore, againat the British under Gener'iliosH* 
He was assigned t4) the eonimand of this company 
iliid they wera mastered into service on the 20tk 
llay of July, ot the above year, and were attached 
to the 15th Begimeut romumnded hy Col. Siiultz, 
who, atone time, wsis an oi)icer in the Prussian 
hervice. This <K>mpMiy was upwards of 4 mouths 
in continuous ^eiviee, before its discharge. 

During the period of its senice, the iiompaiiy 
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participated in that itn for tuDiitc* affair tbeBattlt^ 
of Bladeiisburg. Bat in €^tierai Orders, it waA 
liighiy coiupliiiiented lor ita ^'gallaut conduct ev- 
en wlien tliU8 almost entirely deserted," and on 
its return to the City of Baltimore, some of the 
citizens tendered them a military nuiformi as a 
reward for their galhint conduct. 

On account of the cc»nfidence reposed in the 
company, it was detached by the commanding 
Officer, irom its Eegiment, and stationed to the 
support of the two heaviesi batteries in the en- 
trenchments at Baltinnire. 

Sometime after the war, lie was promoted to 
Major of th3 15th llegiment, and soon aft^r, be* 
ing the Senior officer of the Regiment, was com* 
missioned as its Colonel. 

Peace Iiaving again been restored; he returned 
to private life. The log barn, which was destroy- 
ed by fire in 1809, was replaced with a bank barn 
to tlie left of the dwelling, but this was also con- 
sumed by fire some years alter. Another barn 
was erected which is still standing. 

In October 1816, he was first elected to the Leg- 
islature of Maryland, from Baltimore Co., as a 
Democrat, whiclj he continiied to be cdnsist«^ntly 
until liis death. Subsequently he was elected six 
times to the same office, the last time in 1826, after 
which he retired from politics, and lived a private 
life on his estate near Manchester, Md. 

It was during his last term in the Legislature, 
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that lie introduced audiu'd passed a bill granting 
a OHarter lor the Manchester Academy, of which 
he was a Trustee. This was the second Institu- 
tion establis^hed in Baltimore Co., and received an 
appi'opiation ot $300; per annum. 

Although engaged in political luntters during 
a period of about ten vears, he did not neglect a- 
ny duties which pertained to tlie manai»ienienfc of 
his large estate. By the con tin u mI crops oi' grain 
and tobsiceo raised, from year to year, the soil be- 
come exhausted, and it was abholutelv necessary 
to apply some kind of fertilizer, to make, it again 
productive. Upon investigating the matter he 
found that Lime was bc>.t adapted for that pur- 
pose, the r»pi)lication of which to^the land increa-vS- 
ed its luoduetiveness.^ lie was.tjie first person 
in that country, wlib "used Ume as a fertilizer, 
which occurred in 1818. He was a nmn of ener 
gy & enteipriset, tdid advocated whatever was 
coudueive to the best interest of the commujiity 
in which he lived... He had th*^ respect and con- 
fidence of his tellow men, as a man of integrity 
& business qualifications, for an evidence ot which^ 
he was elected to the Legislature seven times. 

His death occurred on tlie 27th day of August 
183^^, and wa.s caused by a malignant abscessof the 
j)erineuin. He was 59 years, 7 mon tha and 25 <hiys 
old* His remains and aH the other deceased mem- 
bers of the Sliower iamily are interred inthe Oeme- 
t cry' connected with tlie Reformed Church in Man- 
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Chester, of which church be was a niem(>er, 

Tiiere were born aulo Johu AiUai anil Anna 
Elizabeth Sliower, neven children, the elde&t two 
of whom, a sou Johu, and a daughter HarV| died 
ill infancy from putrid sore-throat* Besides theae 
two children, there were three sons. Jacob, George 
and Adam, and two dangiiter8,Gathiirine& ^iz* 
abeth. It is somewhat of a remarkable fact, that 
from the time of Johu Shower's marriage to this 
time (1883) a period of about 132 years, there are 
only 9 males living, bearing the name of Shower.

CHAPTEE m. 



HON. JACOB SHOWBB. 



Jacob, a son of John Adam & Auua Elizabeth 
Shownr, WIS boru February 22nd, 1803, at the 
hi>mestead. In 1814, when iu his 12th year, he 
accompanied his fatht?r as **Drummer^ of his com- 
pany, (his Drummer having been promoted to 
Drum-major,) when he enteivd tlie military ser- 
vice, and marclied to the defence of Baltimore 
against the British, but he was not mustered in, 
ou account M his youth. Haviug been, thus early^ 
brought in contact with the soldier^) life, it seemed 
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that the military spirit wa3 iustjUed into bim from 
his youth up, lor in after years he wa» an eiithu* 
eiast iu Military Mattel's, having been for many 
years Captain of an Infantry Company in Manches- 
ter. Uis command was ^ell drillecl, and nothing 
appeared to affoi'd him more genuine pleasure, 
than to drill his men in the tactics of a soldier. 

Aj^ide from the martial spirit which he disphiyeil, 
his predilections weje lor Literature, and as an 
Illustration ofthis, we will state a rather amusing 
incident, told to the writer, by an old coloied ser- 
vant, named, "Joe Brown.^ Jact»b's fallier hav- 
ing a large estate, and believing that a part of 
man's education was a thorough training in Man- 
ual Labor, sent Jacob^ one day, into the Held to 
plough. After |iloughing awhile, and in the mean- 
time meditating upon the difiereuce between "La- 
bor and Literature," he concluded to cast his h»c 
with the latter, and as 9 natural consequence of 
his reasoning, he drove his team against a stump 
and broke the plough. Having freed himself ol 
the instrument which wearied the bo^ly, he laid 
down in a fence-corner, with his iVet higher than 
his head, and gratified the inclination ol his mind 
by reading. He received a libnral education, and 
in July 1821, commenced reading medicine uuder 
the instruction of Dr. Ashton Alexander, in the 
City of Baltimore. He matriculated at the Uui- 
versi^^oi Maryland, where he graduated iu Mar.^ 
1825. Be located in Manches ter, then, Baltimore 
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(now CanoU) Co., I^ld., where lie restdtMl <& pnic- 
ticed Iii5i proteHl^ion, until his depth, with the ex 
Ception oi the intervals, as will appear in the fol- 
lowing sketch. 

In 1830, he was mairied to Mary Everhart, wlio 
was born November 7th, 1805, * * 

He was electetl a member of the Maryland Leg- 
islature, in Octobe.r 1834, from^ Baltimore Co., hh 
a Demo<'rat, and was reelected in 1836. Dni'iug 
this session ol the Lej^i^lature, he held the auoiii- 
ahms position of having been elected by the con- 
stituency of one ciHinty, and Was the representa- 
tive of another, from tiie fact, that, at that session, 
Carroll Co., was fi»rmed Irom parts of Frederick 
and Biiltimore Counties, he at the time residing; 
in the new county of Carroll. In 1837, 1838 and 
1840, he was elected fronj Carroll Co., a member 
ot the Maryland Legisl«^tnre. In January 1842, 
he was a[)pointe<l by Gi)V. Francis Thomas, Ci»^rk 
of the Court of Carroll Co., whiclr j)0siti(m hehehl 
for 8 years; a piirt of which. time hi>^ family lived 
in Westminster.^ He was elected a delegate from 
Carroll ct>., in 1851, to the State conveuiion tore- 
form the Constitution of the State. 

In 1J^53, he was nominated by tlie Democratic 
Vconvention, a Candidate, from the counties oi. Bal- 
timore, Carnill, Uiiiford, Cecil and' Kent, to the 
Congress ofthe IJnited States^ und was elected by 
a niajority of 037." In 1355^.he was again nomina- 
ted a candidate for C6ugrf8S.i&althDUgJi receiving

a largely increased vote ovei* bis I'unner vote, lie 
was defeHted by a large majority, troiutlie tact that 
*'Kiiow-iiotlaiigism," was at its lieiglir, In 18(57 
lie was agiijii uoiniuated a candidate lor delegate 
to the state coustitutioual relbriu couveutioii, but 
deeliued thougli he hiul no opposition to encount- 
er. From this perio<I he withdrew from any iic- 
tive participation in political inatteis, but main- 
tained liid Uriii Dcmoerutic principles until his 
deatlu After his retirement iVom politics, lie. con- 
tinued the practice of his prolession, and wai al- 
so engaged in agiicnltural pursuits. 

Dr. Siiower was oiiki <>t tUe best known (leinocrat- 
ic politicians in Maryland, lie wasa member oi the 
first Andrew Jackson (Jlub in the State whitli was 
i'ormed at the Washington Hotel in Baltimore, iu 
Che year 1824; and which adopted the die lor the 
figure head, *^Jackson and Liberty." His, wasone 
of the most familiar faces in <dl the State democrat- 
ic cuuventions, from the time of his fiivst connec- 
tion with politics, to his fin d withdnitvel trom the 
same. Ue was a man of great integrity of char- 
actf^x^and highly esteemed wneiever known. 

A.S a politician he was a link betwe.en the past 
and prosent, having been for nearly 50 years a 
m^Q uf prominence and influence. Being of «i 
genial disposition, his society was cJUiced by the 
best men oft lie country. He saw the rise of the 
]>emocratic Party to the height of its glory, par- 
licijpated in its m4iuy triumphs, then saw its over- 
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throw, }fiul agciiii beiicild it (uice more triuinphaiit. 
After a lingering; illiies8 i'roin general dropsy , 
he died on the 25tii day of may 1879, iiged, # ti 
year^, 3 months aiid ;iday8. 

Tuere were born unto Jacob & Mary Shower, 
four 8ou!:i, Aslitou Alexinder, Joiiu Troxei, Tiieu 
ilore Adam, and Charles Troxel; aud six daugh- 
ters, Eleiiora, Sarah E., Mary F.j Cordelia A., Je- 
Hunetta M., and Emily Alretca. 

Asiiton Alex.iuder, the eldest son, was born 
January 2nd, 1831, died Stt[Jtember 2ad, 1832, 

John Truxel, tlie second sou, was born January 
16ih, 1832, and died January 2nd, 1848, aged 15 
years, ll mom lis and 16 days. He was truly a 
dutiful cliild, and genial young man, with a very 
brigiit intellect, aud bid fair to become a distin- 
guished man, but was ciit do\yn in the flower of 
nis youth, tilling his doting p.irents' hearts with 
s<idncss. ills father liad intended to educate 
him at \Vec>t Point, for a mihiiay hie. 

Emdy Alrctta, the fifth daughter, wi»s bora ou 
the 2yih of August, 1847, ami died Oct., 9 1848. 

Jeannetta Mirauda, the fourth daughter, Wiis 
born February 29th, 1843, and died KovHnberll, 
1848. Tims within tiie short period oi 11 mouths, 
this truly distressed and afliicted family, lost three 
children by death. 

Charles Troxel, the youngest son, was l)0cii Nov., 
30th, 1849, and died June lythjtl851'. . , 
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Eletiora, the eldest daughter, was bora in April 
1836. Uaviug suffeied a uumbeii* of yeius with a 
8pinal aiiectiou, which she bore with chiistiaii 
fortitude, she too was called to '^that boiinie I'loni 
which uo traveler returns," on the 23rd day ol 
July 18GI, a^ed 20 years and 3 m<»nths. 

Of this large I'amily of children, six Invve been 
consigned to the silent tomb. .

Theodore Adam, the third and t>uly living sou 
of J.iCob and M.iry Shower, wai!ibi>rh October 19, 
18 »3. ilertceivcd his preliminary education at 
the Manchester Academy, and then attended Cal- 
vert College, at Now WiuiImu-, M<1., about 2 years.

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CHAPTER IV. • 

GEOBGE SHOWER AND FAMILY. 

George, a son ot Joliu Adam and Anna Eliza. 
lH5th Shower, whs born April 23rd, 1805. I>urnij< 
his minority he lenrned the trade of a Tanner. 

In 1820 lie commenced the business of t'^nning 
on a part of his lather's plantation, which he con . 
tinned to pursue for thirtj' years. 

On tiie 26th of April, 1827, he intermarried 
with Eachael Everhait. 

Under the old process of tanning, in whk'h the 
bark liquors were used cold, it required twelve 
months to convert the hides into first class leath- 
er. In the year 1839, he introduced the new 
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Kysfcein of tanning, called •*Browu^8 System the li- 
quors of which were heated, and requiring only 6 
iuouths to inauafiictare leathei*, equal iu quality 
to that made by the old process requiriu^. twelve 
months. He consumed yearly, about 200 cords of 
bark in his tanning operations. In connection, 
with this busiues.H, he Wiis engaged in farming. 

Although he gave strict attention to his business 
yet lie w<i8 exceedingly fond of fox hunting. He 
kept a pack of a ii:Uf dozen hounds, some of them 
very fleet, with which he pursued th*^- fox along 
Dug hill and the adjacent ndges, scmietimes a dis^ 
tanc« of 20 miles, lie would become so absorbed 
in the chaste, and so delighted with the sport, that 
he would frequently ride during the whole night. 
This fondness f<»r the fox- chase he acquired when 
he was iu his 13th year, and he continued the 
Hport until he was 72 years oil. It reqnii'ed fleet, 
and nimble horses for the chase, one of which he 
ro<le until he was 28 years old. 

In 1853, he removed from his farm to M-incheS' 
ter, where he commenced merchandising & con- 
tinned the business ior IS years. 

The oflspriiig ol George & Kachael Shower' 
were two sons, Edmund Tell, born January 27th 
1828, and died May 18, 1830, an<l George Adam. 
Also five daughters, Mary E. F., Cecelia J., Ka- 
chael A., Jeannetta S., and Emma Y. 

George A Siiower, the second sou, Wiis born Ju- 
ly 24, 1835. He received his education at the 
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Manchester Academy. He was in tlie merchaiitile 
business with his lather for eight years. Frcim 
1857 to 1874f, he^was a member of the County Cen- 
tral, and from 1874 to 1877 a member of the State 
Central Committee oH tlie Democratic party of 
M<1. lu May 18():i, he was arrested by the Fed- 
eral UoV'ernment, on a charge of <lisloyalty. He 
had a he uingat Westmiusteraiid was committed 
to the Couuty Jail, Irom whence he was removed 
to a Military Prison in Baltimore. He was tried 
by a Military Court, and sentenced to be sent be- 
yond tlie lines, but was remanded to prison again 
where he remained a few weeks, when he was re- 
leased. On the 17th of December 1863, he was 
married to Mary E., youngest daughter of Robert 
Mcllhenny of Adams Co., Piu He was appointed 
Post Miuster at Manchester in 1865, and resigned 
the position March 1st, 1869. In Jan nary 1868 
he was j^ppoiuted one of the School Commission- 
ers of Carroll Co., and resigned Januaiy 18^0. 

He was elected a member of the Maryland Leg- 
islature, jis a Democrat, in November 1869, by a- 
bout 300 majority. Served on the Committee ot 
Agriculture & Manufactures. Was elected Ser- 
geant-at-j^rmsofthe Maryhnid House of Delegates 
at the Session 1877. Was Enumerator for taking 
the Census of Manchester District in 1880. Was 
appointed Dejiuty Sherijft* of Carroll Co., Md., in 
November 1882. 

The issue of George A., & Mary E. Shower are 
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three children : Cecelia M., born January 25, 18(>5, 
Marri Loaise, born September 15, 1870, and Rob- 
ert M<5lllieuny, born January 13, 1873. 

Mary E. F., the eldest daughter of Ueorge and 
Eachael Shower, was born June 7th, 1831. She 
received her education at St. Joseph's Academy, 
near Emmittsburg, Md. On the 23rd of June 
1850, she was married to Dr. James li. Bprdwell, 
who practiced medicine in Manchester i<everaj 
years, thtn n moved to New Market, >id., where 
he f()llovved his professicm until J 860. He then 
removed to Stewartstown, Pa., where he died on 
Miiy 29tli, 1870. He was an Assistant Surgeon 
in the Union Arm}* during the Civil War. 

Their offspring were thi ee sons, Geoige, Hora- 
tio, and Charles, who is dead. 

Cecelia J., the second daughter, was born June 
6, 1833. She was educated at St. Jose]»h's Academy 
near Emmittsbnrg. Md. She was marrie(( to En- 
glehart A. Frick, November 26th, 1859. Tiiey re- 
side in Baltimore, where he was engaged in the 
mei'chantile business. There were born to them 
two sons, George & Clarence, and three daugh- 
ters, Mary, liaehael, and Jejjnnetta.one of whom 
is dead. 

Kachael A., the third daughter, w?s born Oc- 
t<d)er. 27th, 1838, aud was educated at the Acade- 
my. Was married March the JOth 1871, to Frank 
Decker, who died June 2 1875. leavni^. a daughter. 
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JeannettaS., the fourth dsi tighter, was boiu Jti. 
ly 19, 1843. Received her education at the Man- 
chester Academy. Was married March 7, 1868, 
to Dr. Theodore E. Beltz, who resides in York, Pj». 
They hy ve oiie sou Harry. 

Emma Y., the youngest daughter of George ^ 
Bachii^l Sliower, w<is bi»rn April 22nd, 1850. Re- 
ceived her e.ducational training at the Mauches- 
ter Academy. She resides with lier parents, and is 
eogiifired in teaching, in one of the Public Schoob<. 
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CHAPTER V. 

ADAM SHOWER AND FAMILY. 

Adam Shower, the youngest i^on of John & Anna 
Elizabeth, wis born February 2nd, 1815. During 
his minority, lie learned the trade of a tanner, with 
his brother George, J>t which he served 3 years. 
He then went to Cincinnati, Ohif», aud worketl 
at his trade abovit two years, when he returned to 
Manchester, Md.,& engaged in agriculture on the 
^^.Homestead," which, he and his sister Elizal»eth 
had inherited from their father. He remained on 
the farm two years, when he formed a co-partner- 
ship with David Houck and Jacob Campbell lor 
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carryiugon themerchaptile buniiie^s iu Mimcbes- 
ter, which was continued four years. He was mar- 
ried October 10th, 1839, to ^lary Ann Geiger, a 
daughter of the Kev. Jacob Geiger, who was then 
Pastor of the Geiuian Kefoinied CJiurch in Man- 
.Chester. 

In 1842 he withdrew from the merchantile firm 
and dispoised of his interest to Jacob Campbell one 
^)f the partners. He then moved on his larm and 
C>ontinued theculiivation of the soil for six 3 ears. 

On account of ill health, he discontinued faint- 
ing, and purchased the store of his former part- 
ners, and conducted the business alone for four 
years, when he again disposed of thestcne. 

In 1852, he established •? Foundry in^ connection 
with the manufacture of agiicultural implements^ 
which business lie conducted until 1877, when he 
was succeeded by his sous William H., «& John A. 
In 1871, he was nominated by the Democratic Par- 
ty, as a candidate for Chief Judge of the Orphans 
Court of Carroll Co., Md., and was elected Novem- 
ber 7tli, to serve four years, by a majority of 174. 

His Associates being Upton 11(m)]) & Isaac C, 
Baile. After Judge Koop served one year, he re- 
Kign*«d by request of the Church (the Danker) to 
which he belonged. The Governor appointed 
Ijewis P. Slingluff to fill the vacancy. In 1875, 
he was reelected Chief Judge for 4 years longer. 

He met with a sail bereavement, by the death 
of his kind and affectionate wife Mary Ann, who 
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died, November 9th, 1878, aged 5S years, 1 month 
and 27 days, 

^'The morn hath not the glory that it wore, 
Nor doth the day so beautifully die, 

Since i can call thee to my side no more, 
To gaze upoii the sky.

For thy dear hand, with each return of spring, 
I sought ill sunny nooks the flowers she gave ;

George Theodore, Charles Jacob, born May 28Mi 
1843, and died February 5th, 1845; Bdiuun<l Uei- 
ger, Willie* lu Henry, Theodore Albert, born June 
11th, 1852, and died June 13th; Jacob Poppler, 
boru September 25th, 1854,and died in Jane 1864; 
Theodore Troxel, born April 28tli. 1856, and <lied 
July 22, 1858, and John Adam; and four daughters, 
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Mary Oatliariu€, born 8ept6ml)er Tth^ 1844 {"Char 
Jotte Elizabeth born June 22nd, 1849 ; Kate Aine- 
lia, bom September 27tli, 1857 ^ and Leonora Vir- 
ginia, born April 23rd, 1802. 

George Theodore, the eldest 8on, was born Au- 
gust 20th, 1840. Ueceived his preliminary educar 
tion at the Manchester Academy. Entered the 
Sophomore Glass of Fmnklin & Marshall CollegCf 
n September 1857. Gr^ulnated July 25tlj, 18(>0,in 
a c]as8 of i^ixteeii, of whom eleven, subsequently 
studied tlieology. After graduating, he taught m 
the Manchester Academy ibr two years. 
- He s|M>jit four years, during and subse(|uent to 
the Civil War, ( 18&V67 ) in the Scmtli, a part of 
tlie time engaged in an engineer corps in Georgia^ 
until the Mivance of Sherman t;Owards Atlanta. 

Then waa connected with the Arnivof Nortliiern 
Virginia, until it-s surrender at ApiK)niattox. 

Afterwards was engaged in teaching near Duf- 
field's Depot, in Jefi:er»<on Co., Va. Beturne4l to 
Maryland in 1867, and engaged in rail-road con- 
Htniction until 187«% on the Western Md., Pitts- 
burg & Coniielsville, Parkton & Manchester, and 
Port Deposit rail-roads. He was one of a firm of 
three, who, in 1869, undertook the construction 
of the M. & P. Kail Boad, but a failure of funds 
eomjielled the con tractors to sus|iend work in '71, 
after completing 5 miles. Eiubarrisments in Pt- 
lemptiug to complete 17 miles oi the W. M . B. B., 



resal^d ui.the fiilure anddLsiSoliitKiin of tlie firm 
aud his fiii^ai abaudouiuent of t\mt branch oi btiti 
iut^i^s. Ue speut 2 years in litigation with ilw 
two above nieutioiied companies ^ obtained judg- 
ment against both. Was engaged in teaching in 
Md., W. Va., Pa., and Va. Studied niedicine un- 
der Dr. J. W. DeholT. Entered Hahuemati Med- 
ical College, at Pliiladelpliia in October 1880, ami 
graduated March 14tli, 1882, in a Glass of 57. 

On May 20tli, 1882, he located, in Wood berry, 
Baltimore Co., ]\l(l., for tbe practice of medicine. 

Ednuind G., the third son, w^is born May 23rd, 
184G. Keceived his prehniinary educati<m at the 
Manchester Academy, and iu 1865 entered Irving 
<Jollege, and remained one year. In September, 
1800, lie went to Baltimore and attended Galla- 
ghei's Commercial Colle^'.e. Alter completing 
the course, he entered E. H. L. Geiger's Stove & 
Himse-iurnishing establishment, sks clerk, and rc- 
niaininghere until Deceml)er, 1875. He studied 
medicine under the instruction of Dr. J. W. IJeholf. 
In September 1870 he matriculated at ilahneman 
Medical College, at Philadelphia , where he grad- 
uated in March 1878, recei ving the degree of Doc- 
tor of Medicine. On the 27tli of April 1878 he lo- 
cated in Waynesboro, Franklin Co., Pa. 

William H. the fourth son was born September 
24th 1850. He learned the trade of a Machinist 
at the establishment of his father. He was mar- 
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lied September 2y, 1881 j to May H. Ross. They 
have one daughter Clara Lottie, bom October 6. 
1882. He I'oriiied s* copartiieri^liip with his broth- 
er John Adan), wlio was born March 22, I860.. 

They are conducting the Foundry and Agricul- 
tural Machine business, established by tiieli' fath- 
er in 1862. 

Charlotte E., the second daughter, was married 
May 25lh, 1870, to Dr. John VV. Dehott', who now 
retJides at Union Bridge, Carroll Co., Md., and is 
eugHged in the practice of medicine. Their ofi-

Catharine, the eMest daughter of John Adiun 
and Anna Elizabeth Sliower, was born January

1829, she interniarried with George Everhart, with 
whom she lived almost a hall centurj-, and died 
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June lOtli, 1878, aged 70 yt-Hrs, 4 inoiitlis »iul 'J7 
da,V8. Tbey had five 8oiih, viz ; Ediiiuud S- Oli- 
ver T., George P., Charles H., and William T., & 
mx daugllter^<, viz; Mary E.. Cojfiielia A., Albeni^s 
K., Elizabeth A., Lpura C, and Addie V., oi wh< ni 
three are dead, Maiy E., Albeuia E.,& Laura O. 
For a further account of this family the reader 
18 referred to the history of the Everhart family, 
under the title of George Everhart, of George Jr. 

Elizabeth, the youngest daughter of John Adam 
and Anna Elizabeth Shower, was born August 3nl 
1810. She was married May 14th, 1840, to Jacob 
Campbell, who was euga^.ed in the merchantile 
business for many years in Manchester. After 
weeks of great suii'eriiigshe died in the IriumplM 
of christian faith, November 18th, 1878, aged 68 
years, 3 mouths and 15 days.

MHii. 1855, Since the death of their mother, the 
daughters preside over the household affairs of 
the father, who resides iu Westminster, Md. 

Charles, the second son, was born September 
10th, 1848. Ue studied Dentistry and graduated 
at the Baltimore Dental Collep.e, in March 1875. 
Pri>cticed in Manchester 3 years, then removed to 
Jefferson, York Co., Pa., and practiced there the 
same length of time. At present he is a Salesman 
iu Geo. P. Bverhart's store in Bail Road, Pa. 
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^ It Theo. A. Shower, a prominent physician, died in 
ilanchester, Md., on Thursday evening, Dec. 23, 1886, 
aged 53 years. Dr! Shower had only been sick about 
one week with inflammation of the bowels. He was a 
prominent Mason, being past master of Lebanon Lodge, 
No. 175, of that place, and a leading democrat. His 
father, the late Dr. Jacob Shower, was once a member 
of Congress from that district He was attended by 
Dr. Ziegler, of Melrese, and Drs. Herring and Bil- 
lingslea, of Westminster. He was buried in the Re- 
formed Cemetery, in Manchester, Sunday afternoon at 
2 o'clock, with Masonic rites by Lebanon Lodge and 
Door to Virtue Lodge, of Westminster. Rev. Wm. 
Hupp, D. D., of the Reformed Church, preached the' 
sermon. The funeral was one of the largest ever held 
in Manchester district. A large number of people from 
Baltimore, Frederick, and other places, were present. — 
Manchester Telephone Messenger. 
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*"Mid pleasures and palaces though we may roam, 
Be it ever so humble, there's no place like home I '' 

As a fitting appendage to the preceding family 
histories, it may not be inappropiate ti» give a 
sketch of the village of Manchester, in and near 
which, many of the members of the family have 
resided, one of whom has lived in the town con- 
stantly for 57 years. 

Along the turnpike leading from Baltimore, Md., 
to Carlisle, Pa., thirty miles from the former place 
and twelv^e miles from Hanover, York Co., Pa., on 
an elevation of 905 feet above tide water, Manches- 
ter is sitnated. It is most beautifully and rom;in- 
tically located, in fact its location is nii anomaly. 

If you approach tlie village from either tlie North 
or the South, you ascend a considerable cfevurion, 
j*iidif you approach it from either the East or the 
West, you descend a high hill, so that, althongii 
in a Vidley, it is yet upon a hill. Jt is in the Otlh 
]>istrict of C.irroll Co., Md.,& was made the place 
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for holding the election polls The District wa^ 
l;n<l out in 1826, jmd contiiiued in 1880, about 3t)00 
inliiibitiuits Manchester is the second town of 
importiMice in the county, and its population num- 
bers about SOU. 

The earliest permanent settlers were Germans 
from Pennsylvania luid Germany. The descen- 
dants of these thrifty peojile, have for geneiations 
been residents of the town. Among these have 
been the Motters, Get tiers, Showers Everharts, 
Burns * ^tefieys, ShuKz.^, Cnimrinc!?', Warners, 
Frankforters vnd many otheis. 

Previous to theyenr 1750, the Indians occupied 
the t<'i]itory within tlie limits of the present town 
of MiUichester. ajid the surrounding country. 

A remiiaiit of tlie ^'Siiscpiehannock's," number- 
ing about sixty, lived within a mile of the town, 
then a pni t of P>altimore Comity, but soon after the 
above date, they forsook their hunting grounds, 
never to retnui ngain, although the reconhrsny, 
that one old Indian was left to die near th<*, town. 
For a nnmber of yenrs subsequent to 1760, very 
few houses were bnilt on the silt^, where Manches- 
ter now stiinds. Zion's Church, known as the "Un- 
ion Church" was built in 17C0, by the German Re- 
formed 4ind Lutheran congiegations, in which 
they both worshiped. It w<>s buUt of logs, and 
stood in the graveyard on a slight elevation, to 
the Bast of the town. 

The land, on which Manchester is built, was 
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part of atraet iiwued by Captain Bichard Kicb- 
iirdB, which he had surveyed March 5th, 1765, & 
laid out and recorded the plan aud divisious oi' 
the town. Ue uamed it Mauche8ter, after the 
City ill Engiaud IVom which he had emigrated. 

The lot8 were sold subject to au auiiual grouud- 
rent which is still collected to the present tiuie. 

The liichards' plar, as originally laid out, had 
the form of the letter K, the irreguhir lines on the 
eiisteru side of the t own, being caused by the pro- 
jection of the ''German Church" tract into the 
Bichards' tract. The original lines of Manches- 
ter began at the ev»stern limits, wliere the Ger- 
man Church and New Market tracts met, and ran 
liorth by west to tlie stone in the pa\'einent in 
front of Crumrine's store, thence across JMain St., 
to a point in Shower's foundry lot, thence acros.s 
the town to a i>oint back of a lot formerly owned 
by George Linaweaver, thence north by west to 
H point beyond the present built up limits of th3 
town, thence nearly dne west across what was 
called "Surplus Land," to a point west-north-west 
of Noah Sellers' lots, and from thence back of the 
^*ba4jk lots" now owned by John Pfeifer, & thence 
east by north to the place of beginning^ contain- 
ing about thirty three acn^a. 

The present Main Street, through the middle of 
the town, was then called Castle Street. The alley 
west of, and parallel with Main street, was called 
Long lane, aud the one east of Main, Maiden lane. 
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The alley crossing Main street at Jolin J. Lyiiercl's 
WHS called Deep allej', and tbe one at Samuel Lil- 
ly's \Vii« named Wood alley. Tbe streets are 60 f r, 
the lanws 20 feet and the alleys 16 feet wide. 

The oldest houNe in towu is the old log building 
now owned by Edward Oursler, and keptfonnei- 
ly as a tavern by Christian Hively. Mr. Keller 
was one of the first schoolmasters and taught 
both the German and En^\lish languages. One 
of the first stores of any importance was kept by 
George Motter, tlieii followed Marcus Spenser, 
Ge(n-^e Ever hart, Adam Baker, J ai ret Garner, 
David Houck. Jacob Oam[>belL Adam & George 
Shower, and otheis of later date. The first black- 
smith was George Linaweaver, who^eisl.opwasou 
Main street, north of the centre of the town. 

The oldest citizen is George Everhart, who came 
to town in 1826, t*nd is now in his 84th year. Tha 
ohlest: living native citizen, is Jesse Shultz, who 
WPS born December 10th, 1508. 

The first Physician was Dr. Umbach, who wa.* 
a german by birth and a fine practitioner. He 
was succeeded by Di*. Pfeifer, and he by Doctor 
Jacob Shower, who died in 1870, having been a 
practitioner of medicine for 54 years. 

The old log church, whicli w is built in 1760 was 
torn down in 1798, and replaced by another one 
built of brick. This building was repaired in 1826, 
under thesupervisionof Jacob Houck, as contrac- 
tor. In 1836, a steeple was built of brick and 
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attaclMid to the nortb end of the church. A fine 
bell was placed in it, which could be heard at a 
distance of nearly 3 miles. The following pervsons 
assisted in erecting the steeple; Kev. Jacob Al- 
bert, Chief Manager, Philip Grove and Charles 
Miller, Assistant Maniigers, JMichaelGettier, con- 
tractor of masonry, John N. Miller, gilder & pain- 
ter, Ji^rret ixarner, contracror of materials, Jacob 
VVeyant, Peter Shultz, Joshua F. Coi»p, Jesse 
Shultz, Heniy and William Briiikman, Jacob Gar- 
ret, and Philip Crumrine, under workman. 

At this period of time, lie v. Jacob Geiger was 
Pastor of the Geiman Eeibrmed Congre^^.ation, «& 
served it for 31 years and G months, lie died Oc- 
tober 19i:h, 1848, aged 55 years and 2 days. 

Tiie Kev. Jacob Albert was Pastor of the Luther- 
an congiegation. The first Sunday School wa.i 
organized in 1828. The Methodist E. Church was 
erected in 1831), and was a frame structure. The 
Kev. O. Ege was the minister at that time, as a. 
few^ years previous a mission had been established. 

In 1843, the United Brethren Church nv:'s builr, 
Avhicli was of logs, but tliis wa,s torn down in 1870 
and replaced with a fine brick buihling. 

The Catholic Chur<jh was commenced in 1861, 
and completed in 1865, under the superintendence 
of Peter Kleineidam, & served by Father Gh)yed. 

In 1825, Daniel and Jacob's Lodge of Od<l Fel- 
lows was instituted, and convened for many years 
in a rented hall, but a number of years ago they 
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erected a fine brick Hall on York street. 

The Manchester Academy was incorporated by 
the Maryland Legislature in 1829, and a stone 
building (rough-coated) was erected in 1831, at a 
cost or$800, tlie contractor being Peter Sauble. 

The money was raised by voluntary contribu- 
tions. The lot of ground wps donated by John 
Weaver. The first Board of Trustees were Hon. 
John Adaiu Shower, Eev. Jacob Geiger, Kev.Ja- 
coi) Albert, George Everhart, George Motter, 
John Weaver and Peter Sauble. The first teach- 
er was Jose])h M.Parke, who was succeeded by a 
number of excellent teachers. This was the sec- 
ond Academy built in what was then Baltimore 
(Jo., and received a State a])proi)riati()n of 8300, 
per annum, buttiiis was entirely withdrawn after 
the Public Schools ^^ ere established. From this 
time the standing of the Academy/ which at one 
period was very high,begaji to decline, and now 
(1883) there is nothing leit but the building. 

For a number of veins the "school bell" was 
bung on a post planted in the ground at the end 
of the building, but in c( nise of tiine it was raised 
to the top ill a cupola. The building needing a 
new roofafterwaids, the bell and cupola were re- 
moved, and now the bell j-erves as a hiding place 
for the bats. 

Irving College was incori)orated by the Legisla* 
ture in 1858, with Dr. Ferdinand Diefl^'enbaugh, 
as Princii^al. He was a fine scholar and under his 
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inauagemeut, the college became a flourishiug in- 
stitution of learning, but after lii^ deatb it gradu- 
ally declined aud finally* ceased to exist. 

Id 1880, Prof. David Deulinger reestablished 
it under tlie name ul Irving Institute. 

The first Public School House was a frame 
structure, whicli was taken down in 1878 aud le- 
placed by a brick buildiug 40 b^' 75 feet. 

Jlancljesttjr has fciuffered from se vend flre^, the 
first of whicli occurred in 1827, when the back- 
building of the German Jiuibuued Parsonage was 
partially consumed. The ni*xt lire was in 1837, 
M'hen the tavern stand of Dennis Davis was burn- 
ed. The next fire was in April 18;*y, when tlie 
frame double-dwelling house of George Everhart 
was totally coni^umed. Since then several barns 
Jiave been bnrjied down. 

Manchester was incorporated as a borough in 
1834, but for lufiny years, it was not in force, an<l 
in 1870 the cori)Oiation was reoi ganized. 

The Thespian Society, a literary association 
was organized in 1835, the leading spirit of which 
was Wesley W. Garner. 

The Manchester Band was incoij»orv»ted, under 
tlie leadership of C. A. Geiger, in 1830. 

The first newspaper called, The Messenger was 
.•started in 3837. The Editor was Wm. T. Smyth, 
who printed it about one year, and then removed 
from town and the paper ceased to be printed. 

The next newspaper was started in November 
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ISro, nuiieil the iManchesteb Gazette, coudac- 
ted by W. it. Wcitsoa, Editor, aud J. A. BarUy, 
a^siscaiK. It W(i8 a ftuaucial failure, aad ceased 
to be publ 8iied in March 1872, and the material 
wa8 sold to Smith & Seit2, of Qlenrock, Pa. 

The Entsbpbise, was established in 1881, by 
J. S. Corumau, ^ removed to Hampstead in 1^33. 

At some future time we may possibly write a 
full and detailed history of our birth-place. 
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
